WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Accord- 
ing to reports in official circles to- 
day, rum-running with special refer- 
ence to the pending arbitration of the 
case of the I’m Alone, the schooner 
of Canadian registry which was sunk 
by American Coast Guard fire 200 
miles off the Louisiana coast in the 
Gulf of Mexico on March 22, will 
figure in the discussions between 
President Hoover and Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, during the visit of the 
British Prime Minister next month.. 

While the Prime Minister is com- 
ing here primarily in connection 
with the preparations for the pro- 
jected five-power naval conference, 
other matters which enter into 
Anglo-American relations will be 
taken up, and the rum-running ques- 
tion is one of the most prominent. 

The possibility exists in this con- 
nection that certain changes may be 
considered by the two government 
leaders in the ship. liquor treaty 
which the United States negotiated 
with Great Britain in 1923. Under 
this compact, the right of search and 
even seizure of suspected rum-run- 
ning craft is permitted up to one 
hour’s steaming distance of the pur- 
sued vessel. 


Other Treaties Involved; =". . 


For its part the United - States 


grants British ships the right to 
bring intoxicating beverages within 
American territorial waters under 
seal for use on the outward voyages 

Similar treaties have since been 
entered into with a number of other 
countries, but in some respect the 

* compacts have proved unsatisfactory 
to the Treasury Department and 
Coast Guard officials. 

Whether there may be written into 
the treaty a prohibition ‘against tak- 
ing extreme measures against flee- 
ing suspected craft, or an explicit 
definition of the waters within which 
hot and continuous pursuit might be 
begun, however, are questions yet 
to be developed. 

In the arbitration of tLe I’m Alone 
case important points of interna- 
tional law are involved which might 
easily affect Anglo-American rela- 
tions. It is even conceivable that the 
decision may contain such elements 
as to lead eventually to the cancella- 
tion of the liquor treaty so far as 
Canada is concerned.

Lincoln’s Bed for MacDonald 
Daring His White House Visit

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Pre- 
miér Ramsay MacDonald of Great 
Britain is expected to occupy 
Abraham Lincoln’s bed at the 
White House during his reception 
there, it was learned today. .The 
plan is, however, subject to the 
approval of the British Embassy. 

Instructions have been issued by 
Mrs. Hoover to White House at- 
tachés to prepare the famous Lin- 
coln suite, located in the north- 
west corner of the second floor 
of the White House, for Premier 
MacDonald and his daughter, 
Ishbel. 

The suite contains four pieces 
of the original Lincoln furniture. 
Presidents Cleveland and McKin- 
ley used the suite as-a master 
chamber, but for the past twenty- 
five years it has served as a guest 
chamber and. as.a. memorial of 
Lincoln. 











MRS. HOOVER HERE 
FOR GIRL SCOUT FUND 


She Opens Art Exhibition to 
Help Raise $3,000,000 for 
Development Program. 








ANNOUNCES. $500,000 GIFT

Girls, Leaders and Money Are 
Needed, She Says—Visits the 
Theatre—To Shop Today. 





Mrs. Herbert Hoover, wife of the 
President, officially opened a loan 
exhibition of antique furniture, paint- 
ings and other art objects, which is 
being held for the benefit of the Na- 
tional Council of Girl Scouts, at the 
American Art Galleries, 30 East Fif- 
ty-seventh Street, yesterday after- 
noon. The exhibition, which will con- 
tinue until Oct. 9, starts a national 
effort to raise $3,000,000 for a five- 
year development program of Girl 
Scout activities. 

Mrs. Hoover, who is now honorary 
President of the Girl Scouts, with 
whom ‘she has been actively identi- 
fied for years, wore the regulation 
Scout uniform of-olive green dress 
with dark green collar.and cuffs and 
Shortly after 
she had been welcomed by the Giri 
Scout officials and exhibitors she an- 
nounced that $500,000 had been do- 
nated to the national council by the 
American Relief Administration from 
its children’s relief fund. 

Then she talked informally for 
about ten minutes to the news writ- 
ers, declaring that the greatest needs 
of the Girl Scouts were girls, leaders 
‘and money. 

Women Reporters Sit on Floor. 

During the brief chat in one of the 
small ‘exhibition galléries, closed off 
for the time being from the visitors, 
Mrs. Hoover sat on a Queen .Agne 
side chair beside a quaint Queen Anne 
Style. tea table.- As there were only 
a féw antique chairs in the room, 
and most of the reporters. were 
young women, she took in the Sitta- 
tion at a glance. 

‘If you were real Girl Scouts: you 
would:all sit on the floor,’’ said Mrs. 
Hoover, with a smile. The sugges- 
tion was accepted and the news 
writers arranged themselves, sitting 
on the floor .cross-legged, in Girl 
Scout fashion, around the First Lady 
of the Land. The newspaper. men 


.| present were grouped in the baek- 


ground, near a Queen Anne .bed- 
stead, lent by Henry F.. du. Pont. 
Mrs. Hoover began by explaining 
that she never gave interyiews, but 
was quite pleased on this occasion 
to have a few quiet minutes with the 
press representatives in the interest 
of: the Girl Scouts. 
When she was asked what she con- 
sidered the organization’s greatest 
need, Mrs. Hoover replied: ‘‘More 
irls, of course. That’s the most 
mportant thing in girl scouting. It 
is not for the joy and benefits the 
rls get out of the work, but what 
ey put into it.

HOOVER’S VIEWS ATTACKED 


George Says He Seeks to Control 
Board—La Follette Urges Repeal 
of Flexible Clause.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—In a 
sharp clash in the course of the 
tariff debate in the Senate this after- 
noon, Senators;Harrison and Robin- 
son, Democrats, and Norris, progres- 
sive Republican, denounced Senator 
Bingham, Republican, of Connecticut 
for employing Charles L. Eyanson, 
assistant to the president of the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of Connecti- 
cut, to assist him while Mr. Bing- 
ham headed the textile subcommit- 
tee of the Finance Committee in the 
preparation of the pending bill. 

Senator Harrison termed as ‘‘bra- 
zen”? the hiring of a man who was 
a close friend of Joseph R. Grundy, 
president of the Pennsylvania Manu- 
facturers’ Association, in the formu- 
lating of a tariff measure. 

It was ‘‘narrow-minded”’ for Mr. 
Bingham to explain that he employed 
Mr. Eyanson because he wished to 
ascertain Connecticut’s desires for 
textile rates and ignore the rest of 
the country, Mr. Norris asserted. 

It meant, Mr. Robinson stated, se- 
curing a ‘‘confessed lobbyist”. to. as- 
sist in drafting rates in which he 
was interested. 

To these criticisms Mr. Bingham 
replied that he had employed Mr. 
Eyanson Because he wished to’ know 
what Connecticut was especially in- 
terested in and to aid him in his 
comparative ‘‘ignorance’’ of tariff 
rates. He said he considered him- 
self perfectly within his rights in 
paying Mr. Eyanson as his secretary 
and as an expert. 


Birigham ‘‘Loyal” to His State, : 


Mr. Bingham denied that the repre- 
sentative of the Connecticut Manu- 
facturers’ Association. had: ever. sug- 
gested a rate in the tariff bill, and 
added that he would have deemed 
himself ‘‘disloyal’’ to Connecticut if 
he had not tried to find cut what 
tliat State wished with respect to 
tariff. rates. 

A vigorous defense of Mr. Singham 
came from Senator Watson, Re- 
publican floor leader, who said that 
Mr. Bingham was ‘‘perfectly right’’ 
in his course, and defied Mr.: Har- 
rison to put his finger on a single 
schedule suggested by Mr, Eyanson 
to Mr. Bingham which would not 
stand the light of investigation. 

“Mr. Watson was grilled by Sena- 
tors Harrison, Robinson and Norris, 
one fling from Mr. Norris being: 

“Unless the rentleman gets Sena- 
tors on the Democratic: side of the 
aislé to go with him. on.a high-per- 
centage tariff, this-bill will be in the 
discard before the session is, over.’ 

President Hoover's statement of 
yesterday, urging retention of the 
flexible provisions of the tariff law, 
came under attack by . Senators 
George of Georgia and King of Utah, 
two Finance Committee Democrats. 
Mr.. George accused Mr. Hoover of 
endeavoring to control the Tariff 
Commission by the appointment of 
“key men.”’. Mr. King said the 
ident rose to defend the flexible pro- 
visions only when "his own powers”

To Have Shiplike Hull.and Rest on Water

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Plans for a 
monster airship, to be larger than 
either the R-100 or the R-101, have 
been drawn up by Commander Sir 
Charles Burney, builder of the R-100, 
before either of Great Britain’s new 
dirigibles have been launched and 
while the view is being expressed 
that they are ‘‘obsolete’’ already. 

The new airship would be able to 
carry 400 passengers and a crew 
proportionately large. Instead of the 
usual underslung hull with engines 
in separate gondolas, this giant 
would have a hull like a ship’s and 
would be capable of resting on 
water. 

Her envelope would resemble exist- 
ing designs, although it would be 
more streamlined, but the hull would 
extend the whole length of the under- 
pinning and..would house not only 
passengers but engines. 

Construction. of this proposed 
dirigible will depend on tests of the 

R-100 and R-101, whith the Air Min- 
ity confidently asserts will take 
place early next month. It has long 
been Commander Burney’s convic- 


tion that a much bigger ship than 
either the R-100 or the Graf Zeppelin, 
and one with much more_ powerful 
engines, is needed to demonstrate the 
commercial possibilities of airships. 

If he had had his way with Parlia- 
ment the entire staff of skilled work- 
men who built the R-100 at Howden, 
Yorkshire, would have béen retained 
to begin work on the new ship. The 
government’s present attitude, how- 
ever, is that the R-100 and R-101 
must justify themselves before con- 
struction of another such costly ship 
can even be discussed. 

The Air Ministry announced today 
that a press inspection of the R-101 
would take place next Wednesday 


at Cardington, Bedfordshire, and 
that mooring tests and trial flights 
would start immediately afterward. 
This is the most definite announce- 
ment yet made concerning the R-101 
and unless treacherous October 
weather should interfere there seems 
to be a good chance that the huge 
airship will be flying over London 
before Winter sets in. 





MILLER HUGGINS DIES; 
MANY PAY TRIBUTE 


Manager of Yankees’ Baseball 
Team for 12 Seasons Is a 
Victim of Blood Poisoning. 








LEAGUE’S GAMES TODAY OFF 





Group He Led to Three World 
Championships Will Attend the 
Funeral Here Tomorrow. 





Miller J. Huggins, for twelve seasons 
manager of the New York Yankees 
and one of the most noted figures in 
baseball, died yesterday afternoon at 
$:15 o’clock in St. Vincent’s Hospi- 
tal. The man who had won fame 
with. the Yankees, which under his 

uidance captured six pennants and 
three wcrld’s championships, was a 
victim of blood poisoning brought on 
by an infection beneath his left eye. 

Huggins, who was 50 years old, be- 
came unconscious” early yesterday 
morning, and the battle which he 
had waged since last Friday was vir- 
tually over, for Dr. Edward H. King, 
his physician, said then. that his 
patient had only hours to live. 

When the end came there were 
close by, his sister, who had been for 
years his constant companion ; his 
brother, Arthur Huggins; his friend 
.of many years’ standing and his busi- 
ness partner, Bob Connery; Charles 
McManus, superintendent. of the 
Yankee. Stadium; Dr. King and sev- 
eral nurses. 

Toward the end Huggins was able 
to fight his illness with courage 
alone, for the once wiry strength 
that he had combined with remark- 
able skill to make himself into one 
of the brilliant second basemen of a 
decade or more ago had long since 
left him. 


Sorrow Is Widespread. 


Sorrow was felt all over the base- 
ball world when news of his death 
became: known. »Golonel Jacob» Rup- 
pert, Owner of the Yankees, who 
looked upon his manager more as a 
son than an employe, was grief- 
stricken. So was Ed Barrow, busi- 
ness manager of the club, who had 
fought beside Huggins through the 
mafiy years: that thé latter was con- 
structing what came to be known as 
one. of the great teams of all times. 

Hundreds of telephone calls and 
telegrams from, baseball. fans. had 
poured into the club. offices since 
it became, known @st Sunday that 
Huggins had been taken ill and re- 
moved to the hospital. Late yester- 
day afternoon. telephone and tele- 
graph messages flooded the offices,

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TOPPLING MARKET 
RALLIED BY BANKERS 


Unlimited Buying Orders Send 
Stocks Upward After Break 
of 5 to 15 Points. 








MUCH OF LOSSES REGAINED 


Liquidation in London and False 
Rumors of Failures Here 
Factors in Wild Selling. 


Wall Street bankers saved the 
stock market from a drastic decline 
yesterday by rushing unlimited buy- 
ing orders into pivotal issues, at a 
time when prices were melting away 
like a Summer snow flurry. . 

Nervous and jumpy because of the 
recessions of the last few days and 
because of the wild rumors about 
brokerage firm failures—all of them 
untrue—flying about the’ Street, 
stocks started sliding soon after the 
start and by mid-morning were de 
clining in a demoralized manner. 
Ordinary tactics could not stop such 
@ recession, ‘Which in the morning 
hours had amounted to 13.92 in the 
average of 25 leading industrial 
stocks. There was only. one thing 
that. would stop it, organized sup- 
port. 

It came into the market at its 
weakest point, soon after 1 o’clock, 
when stocks were from 5 to 15 points 
below their opening. prices and when 
the clouds hovering over the. Ex- 
change were darkest, and it came in 
the form of unlimited buying orders 
for such stocks as United States 
Steel, which had declined from 234% 
to 226%; General Electric, which had 
dropped from 362 to 353%; Radio, 
which had declined from 89% to 85%; 
Anaconda, whose decline was from 
122% to 119144; Standard Oil.of New 
Jersey, which had dropped from 75% 
to 72%; United Aircraft and. Transit, 
whose decline had carried it from 
98% to 92%, and ‘many others, down 
8 to 10 points. 


Market Gets Sudden Support. 


At these low levels, the market was 
in a serious condition. Bids in seme 
stocks were from 5 to 10 points away 
from the market. No pool support 
was evident whatever, and it was 
only scale down orders that were 
being filled. Then the word got 
around the street, traveling by way 
of ticker, telephone and -word of 
mouth that steel was being supported 
at 226 to 227. The effect was elec- 
trical in its suddenness, Stocks 
snapped back almost as quickly as 
they had declined. The shorts took 
fright at the firmness and covered 
their long lines.

ROTHSTEIN INQUIRY 
PLEDGED BY GRAIN 


Tammany Candidate, in Line 
With Rival, Indicates He Will 
Investigate Fully. 





DIFFERS WITH BANTON 





Praises Him, but Holds That It 
Is Prosecutor's Duty to Sift 
as Well as Try Cases. 





Former Supreme Court Justice 
Thomas C. T. Crain, Tammany’s

The alleged’ ‘‘secret British docu- 
ment” is understood to represent that 
it was written in June, 1928, by a 
member of the British Government, 
whose identity remains hidden, to 
David. Lloyd .George, former Prime 
Minister. 

The “secret document” is repre- 
sented to, breathe hostility to this 
country and to suggest the forma- 
tion ‘of a’ United ‘States of Europe 
aimed at America., 

The assertion that his. disclosure 
to a Senator of the “‘secret British 
document”? had influenced the Sen- 
ate action the cruiser bill was 
made in a er written by Mr. 
Shearer to Homer L. Ferguson, pres- 
ident of the Newport. News Ship- 
building and Drydock Company, and 
was disclosed in Mr. Ferguson’s tes- 
timony before the Senate committee 
yesterday. 

In the letter Mr. Shearer asserted 
that after having the document pho- 
tographed at the Navy Lepartment 
he .had placed a photostat copy in 
the hands of “a Unitéd 'States® Sen-

"The press of the nation reflected 
the power of his voice when‘ it re- 
ferred to his speech for the cruisers 
as the greatest speech ever made in 
the United States for national de- 
fense.’’

Argument for Legislative Curb 
on Special Pleaders.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—An im- 
mediate and sweeping investigation 
of lobbying in Washington was de- 
manded in the Senate this afternoon 
by Senator Hugo Black of Alabama, 
one of twelve men listed by William 
B. Shearer as having voted against 
the cruiser bill, and the names of 
nine of whom, Shearer asserted, are 
recorded in the Department of Jus- 


tice as having had ‘‘past affiliations 
with the Communist party.”’ 

Mr. Shearer’s statement to the 
Shortridge committee was contained 
in a letter he had written to Homer 


L. Fe on of the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany. 


Senator Black said that an ‘‘ex- 
posé’”’ of Mr. Shearer’s methods 
would serve a useful purpose if the 
disclosures led to drastic laws to re- 
strict lobbying. 

‘“‘My name,”’ Senator Black said to 
the Senate, ‘‘is* among the twelve 
voting against the increase in cruis- 
ers. ._This letter is but another evi- 
dence of the reckless statements 
bandied about. by secret. agents. of 
special privilege seekers. 

‘It is a powerful argument in fa- 
vor of adequate legislation to re- 
quire, under proper penalties, a pub- 
lic registration of all lobbyists, to- 
gether with the source of their em- 
ployment and funds; and the amount 
ani method of their expense and dis- 
tribution.

All-Day Session Discusses Visit 
Here—No Plans for New 
York Reception.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Premier Mac- 
Donald met his Cabinet today for the | 
last time before his departure for 
America on Saturday. For part, at 
least, of an mes cere d long meet- 
ing, he discussed the visit with his 
colleagues, and also acquainted them 
with what has been done in conjunc- 
tion with Washington to summon the 
five-power .naval conference in Jan- 


ary. 
Between the afternoon and evening 
sessions Foreign Secretary Arthur 
Henderson found time for another 
meeting with Valerian Dovgalevsky, 
Russian Ambassador to Paris. The 
conversation lasted for half am hour, 
but no official statement was issued 
beyond the announcement that the 
discussions would be resumed tomor- 
row. Meanwhile Mr. Henderson re- 
turned and told to the Cabinet what 
he and M. Dovgalevsky had dis- 
cussed. 

It was domestic issues, however, 
which absorbed the Cabinet and kept 
the members busy until late in the 
evening. The strong opinion was ex- 
pressed that J. H. homas, Lord 
Privy Seal, should make an early an- 
nouncement of his plans to deal with 
unemployment—not even waiting for 
the reassembling of Parliament. 

It was decided that the bill dealing 
with the future of the mining indus- 
try should be passed by Parliament 
bezore the wens agreements expir3 
at the end of the year. 

The Ministers also expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the progress of 
slum clearance, and legislation was 
outlined whereby government assis- 
tance would be increased.

FIRST DRAFT WAS CHANGED 





Cruiser Tonnage Figures Elided to 
Avoid Creating Impression of 
Prior Agreement.

WASHINGTON,.. Sept. 25.—At- 
though the British Government is to 
extend the formal invitations to the 
four other naval powers, the United 
States, Japan, France and Italy, for 
the projected conference on navai 
elimination and reduction at Lon- 
don, the American Government wi!) 
signify its assent to the form the in- 
vitation will-taize because of the in- 
tention-to outline the character of the 
understanding reached by Britain 
and America-in their preliminary 
conversations looking to such a con- 
ference. 

Already one draft of the invitation 
has been received here and has been 
returned to London with suggested 
changes, and the final draft is ex- 
pected momentarily. It has not ar- 
rived today, but is due in time to be 
returned to London and formally is- 
sued before Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald leaves for the United States on 
Saturday. 

In the original draft the tonnage 
figures for cruisers arrived at for 
Great Britain and the United States 
were presented, but it is understood 
the American Government suggested 
their elimination to avoid creating 





the impression that inflexible figures 
had been decided upon which would 
not be subject to adjustment in the 


light of developments at the proposed 


conference. 

President Hoover was informed to- 
day by Representative Hamilton 
Fish Jr. of New York that the Amer- 
ican people were “heart and soul” 
behind his efforts for a better un- 
derstanding and world peace. Rep- 
resentative Fish declared that the 
speech made in Boston last Sunday 
by Representative John J, Douglas, 
denouncing the efforts of the Presi- 
dent and Premier MacDonald to 
bring about further reduction of 
naval armaments, would meet with 
scant sympathy either in Congress 
or elsewhere in this country. : 

“We are a peace-loving people,’ 
Mr. Fish said, ‘‘and we will welcome 
wholeheartedly and with open arms 
Ramsay MacDonald, one of the 

reatest statesmen of our age, who 

s about to visit the United States 
bearing the olive branch of peace. 
He comes as a messenger of peace 
and good-will, seeking friendship and 
understanding between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States to reduce 
and limit naval armaments. It is 
fortunate for the civilized world that 
Herbert Hoover, President of the 
United States, Ramsay MacDonald, 
Prime Minister of Great Britain, 
and Aristide Briand, Prime Minister 
of France, all realize the menace of 
unrestricted competition. in naval 
armaments to world peace. 

“The attitude of the American Gov- 
ernment is and has been to provide 
adequate national defense, but it is 
willing and ready to enter any con- 
structive agreement :to. limit: or: re-. 
—_ naval armaments. proportion- 
ately. . : 

‘The Congress. is in, favor of .up- 
holding the 5-5-3 rati6, but would 
wélcome! any further ljimitétion or 
reduction, provided we maintain the 
same relative ratio. The American 

ople can safely put their faith in 
President Hoover to negotiate a 
treaty to limit and reduce the naval 
armament on a proportional basis, 
without sacrificing an ounce of na- 
tional defense. 

“The rank and file of the Ameri- 
can people are heart and soul behind 
the common-sense efforts of Presi- 
dent Hoover for better understand- 
ing and world peace. Our country 
is prepared to throw wide oan its 
doors to Ramsay MacDonald and 
give him such a hearty welcome and 
ovation that it will be an emphatic 
answed to all unjustifiable attacks, 
as made by a member of the House 
of Representatives at a mass meét- 
ing on the Boston Commons a few 
days ago. 

“T am a veteran of the World War 
and stand squarely for adequate na- 
tional defense, but I will do every- 
thing I can to promote peace, even 
if I have to fight for it. There is

Going Beyond Reparations, New 
Bank Is Expected to Do in Finance 
What League Dess in Politics. 





‘As representatives of the financial 
system of the United States, J ackson 
E. Reynolds, president of the First 
National Bank of New York, and 
Melvin A. Traylor, president of the 
First National Bank of Chicago, 
sailed last night on the Leviathan. 
In some city in Europe, still uncer- 
tain, they are to meet the represen- 
tatives of the financial systems of 
Belgium, France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Italy and Japan on, Oct. 7, 
to set up the Bank for International 
Settlements, provided for in the 
Young plan for the settlement of Ger- 
man reparations. 

It is reported that the foreign bank- 
ers propose to make Mr. Reynolds 
chairman of the bank organization 
committee. 

The two banking representatives 
are to be followed Friday on the Ile 
de France by S. Parker Gilbert, the 
American who has administered the 


Dawes plan in Berlin since it was de- | 


vised five years ago as a great collec- 
tion agency for the Allies. 
Although the proposed bank is to 
ceal with this matter, however, the 
Young plan declares that the bank 
goes beyond reparations. ‘‘In the 
natural course of development,” ac- 
cording to the plan, as recently ac- 
cepted by Germany and five creditor 
nations, ‘‘it is to be expected that 
the bank will become an organiza- 
tion not even predominantly con- 
cerned with reparations.” 
According to the Young plan, ‘‘the 
complete and final settlement” of 


German reparauons ‘afforded at 
once the opportunity and the need” 
for setting up such a bank. 


Bank’s Powers to Be Great. 


Bankers here have no hesitation in 
characterizing the préject as impor- 
tant in finance as the League of Na- 
tions was in politics, for the Young 
plan provides that, ‘‘The use of the 
international bank’s credit by cen- 
tral banks (of a nation), within 
moderate limits and over short pe- 
riods, may, in time, become a nor- 
mal function, scarcely different in 
its exercise trom the use of central 
bank credit by banks and bankers 
(within that nation).’’ 

Although Charles G. Dawes, who 
presided over the first international 
conference of reparation experts in 
1924, conferred with President Cool- 
idge before sailing, and although Mr, 
Young and Mr. Morgan both con- 
ferred with President Coolidge be- 
fore at and both reported to 
President Hoover on returning, the 
present pair of American experts, 
whom they named to carry their plan 
to its full extension, sailed last night 
without a Presidential conference. 

This is in. harmony, however, with 
the policy laid down in the Young

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Declar- 
ing that aircraft and airmen in States 
which have no adequate regulatory 
laws have been contributing in a 
large measure to the recent heavy 
toll in accidents, the aeronautics 
tranch of the Department of Com- 
merce gave impetus today to a cam- 
paign to induce all States to adopt 
uniform regulations built along the 
lines which the Federal Government 
now enforces where interstate com- 
merce is involved. 

The department pointed out that 
under the provisions of the air com- 
merce act it was impossible for the 
Federal authorities to enforce its 
licensing requirements for airships 
and pilots only upon those engaged 
in interstate air commerce. 

“The remedy under the existing 
Federal law requires suitable State 
legisla tion--aite ation which, among 
other things, must take into con- 
sideration the imperative need for 
uniformity throughout the United 
States, in the matter of airworthi- 
ness of aircraft, competency of air- 
men, and most particularly in the 
operation of aircraft in the air,’’ the 
department said. - 

“Inasmuch as there can be but one 
standard of airworthiness, only a 
limited range of piloting ability, and 
no variation in rules, then it would 
seem obvious that State laws deal- 
ing with regulation should provide 
requirements identical with those of 
the Federal law. 

“The matter of State regulatory 
legislation is a very important one. 
The Department of Ccmmerce has 
iven this subject much thought and

GENEVA, Sept. 25.—The tenth Az- | 


sembly of the League of Nations 
ended: quicily teday what is general- 
ly regarded here as the most pro- 
ductive and most constructive ses- 
sion this world parliament has ever 
had. The sessions have been charac- 
terized, said Dr. T. G.‘Guerrero of 
falvador, president of the Assembly, 
in his closing speech, by am “‘extraor- 
dinary spirit of initiative, indeed, of 
lcldness,” by the fresh ideas brought 
up in it and by the ‘‘far-reaching 
program” laid down. ; 
The heavy program for the coming 
year, which includes preliminary or 
final conferences on a variety of 
important subjects, such as a tariff 
truce and the allied question of a 
European union, the definite linking 
of the Kellogg pact. with the League 
covenant, codification of internation- 
al law, financial assistance to vic- 
tims of aggression, strengthening the 
powers of the League Council to pre- 
vent war and limitation of drug man- 
ufacture was feflected when the 
budget was adopted this morning. 

The budget committee, in announc- 
ing that the expenditures of the seéc- 
retariat, the International Labor Of- 
fice and the World Court for 1930 
had been estimated at. $5,642,000, 
pointed out that this was an increase 
of $230,000 over last year, and was 
an increase more than five times 

eater than had been estimated for 
930 before the Assembly met. It was 
explained that the great amount of 
new work ordered, by the tenth As- 
sembly was responsible for the in- 
crease. 


Contrasted to Naval Budgets. 


The committee stressed that the 
League’s expenditure for the work 
which Dr. Guerrero described as the 
fight against the ‘‘most cruel of 
man’s enemies, war’ remained 


insignificant compared with the 
amounts spent on battleships, add- 
ing: 

‘“‘And probably some money still 
will be spent on battleships even 
after the direct conversations of 
Great Britain and the United States.”’ 

If the Assembly has not shined par- 
ticularly in the field of reducing the 
means of settling disputes by war 
it has:made a record’ in increasing 
the means of settling.» disputes by 
peaceful methods. , 

“The predominating trend,’ Dr. 
Guerrero said, ‘‘was shown in the 
Assembly's work toward signing of 
the optional clause of the World 
Court, *a total of fourteen League 
members, including Great Britain, 
Jrance and Italy, having signed dur- 
ing this session the undertaking to 
accept py ewey | jurisdiction of 
the World Court in advance.

NANKING REPORTS 
REVOLT IS BROKEN 





South as Nationalists De- 
feat Chang Fa-Kwei. 


REBELS GET NO SUPPORT 


Shanghai Hears Balance of Power 
Favors Chiang—Censoring of 
Mails Ordered.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 25,—Although 
Canton authorities continue rushing 
thelr defensive preparations, expect- 
ing an attack from the combined 
forces of the Kwangsi provincial 
army and General Chang Fa-kwei’s 
army, marked optimism as regards 
the: general situation prevails in 
Chinese circles here and in Nanking 
today. 

The relief from the tension is un- | 
explained, but it is believed that | 
President Chiang Kai-shek has pla- 
cated some of the restless, dis- 
gruntled factions, which brings the 
balance of power in his favor. Unless 
other leaders with considerable power 
join the present rebellious forces, the 
central government is likely to 
achieve a quick victory, the whole 
danger being that all the smoldering 
—— might flare up at once. 

@ signs of compromise include 
the formal announcement by Mar- 
shal Tuan Chi-jui, former Provisional 
President at Tientsin that he is not 
concerned at the declaration at 
Peking of General Ho Cheng-chun 
that e northwest provinces are 
‘‘almost settled through the good 
offices of General Yen Hsi-shan.”’ 

Apprehension in the Hankow area 
has m quieted and banking and 
business circles are more optimistic 
that a serious internal conflict is 
likely to be averted. 

A strict mail censorship has been 
ordered by the Nanking State Coun- 
cil, which orders that during emer- 
gency periods, Nanking may station 
both Kuomintang and military cen- 
sors at all important centres.

Revolt Reported Broken. 


HANKOW, Sept. 25 (.—Nation- 
alist Government authorities here to- 
night stated that the revolt of Gen- 
eral Chang Fa-kwei, leader of the 
famous Cantonese ‘‘Ironsides’’ divi- 
sion, had been broken. Chang’s sol- 
diers were said to be surrounded at 
Lichow, on the borders of Hunan 
and Hupeh, after a serious defeat 
with ‘‘heavy casualties.’’ 


Nationalist Setback Confirmed. 


SHANGHAI, Sept.. 25 (4).—Censor- | 
ship has been relaxed to permit a 
flood of press dispatches from Han- 
kow which confirmed the reports 
of yesterday that General Chang 
Fa-kwei, commander of the ‘‘Iron- 
sides,’ had dealt Nationalist forces 
a severe blow before evacuating 
Ichang. 

The government statement tonight 
said that a serious defeat with heavy 
casualties had been inflicted on the 
soldiers of General Chang when they 
were caught up with near the border 
of Hunan Province. 

The Nationalist troops took over 
Ichang in the wake of the evacuat- 
ing rebels and established martial 
law. The city was described as quiet 
today. 

Officialdom in Hankow tonight ap- 
peared more optimistic as the result 
of a belief, despite reports to the 
contrary, that the action of Chang 
Fa-kwei was an isolated rebellion. 
It is now believed that Chang re- 
volted because his division was or- 
dered to Honan preparatory to dis- 
bandment, which was distasteful to 
his military ambitions. 

Despite reassuring reports that 
Feng Yu-hsiang’s forces in Honan 
were not planning to descend on Han- 
kow, the Nationalist Government 
continued today to concentrate forces 
in northern Hupeh. Troop trains 
continued to leave Hankow for the 
north. 

While information from upriver 
was of a decidedly more favorable 
turn today, Canton dispatches stated 
that the Kwangtung Government had 
been reatly alarmed when the 
“Tronsides’’ began their southward 
march. 

The uneasiness in Canton was re- 
flected in sharp depreciation of 
central banknotes. ¢ authorities 
sought to maintain théir value by 
threatening to execute any one refus- |

ASKS A WORLD CODE 
ON COMMERCIAL DEBTS 


Parliamentary Economic Union, 
at Berlin Meeting, Urges the 
Nations to Study Problem.

SOVIETS WARN CHINA 
RAIDS. MUST CEASE 


Moscow Sends Note She Will 
Act Decisively to Combat 
Attacks at Border. 








CONFIRM KANSU SLAUGHTER 





Missionaries Describe How Chinese 
Lured 3,000 Mosiems to City 
and Massacred Them. 





MOSCOW, Sept. 25 ).—The Rus- 
sian Government sent a firm warning 
to China tonight through the German 
Foreign Office that the Red Army 
would immediately and decisively act 
against any further Chinese attacks 
and raids on the Russian population 
along the Manchurian frontier, 

Placing the’ responsibility for 
“further complications” on Nanking 
and Mukden, the Soviet note said: 
‘Soviet military authorities will be 
compelled henceforth to take all 
necessary steps to combat the at- 
tacks in question and prevent their 
recurrences.”’ . 

The statement cites twenty-eight 
eases of attack on Soviet territory 
between Sept. 10 and 23, in several 
of which Red soldiers and peaceful 
citizens were said to have been 
killed. It also called to the attention 
of China alleged acts of robbery and 
terrorization of peaceful Soviet citi- 
zens by bands of White Guards. 


Slaughter of Moslems Confirmed. 


HANKOW, Sept. 25 (4).—Massacre 
by the Chinese of 3,000 Moslems in 
remote Kansu province recently was 
confirmed today by letters from mis- 
sionaries in the affected area. The 
slaughter occurred in the last days 
of August, but news of it reached 
here late because of the primitive 
communications with Kansu. 

Additional details indicate that the 
affair took place at Taochow, an old 
city in Southwest Kansu, on the Tau 
ver. 

According to information consid- 
ered authentic, following the period 
of the Sino-Moslem conflict in South 
Kansu, which is a part of a general 
Mohammedan rebellion in Kansu go- 
ing on during the Jast two years in 
the southwest of the province.

MOSCOW, Sept. 25 (.—Describing 
to a labor union convention today 
the difficulties confronting the au- 
thorities in educating the peasants, 
Andreas Bubanov, new Commissar of 
Education, made the startling decla- 
ration that fifty-nine Soviet teachers 
and cultural workers had been killed 


in the last nine months by villagers 
who opposed their activities. He 
said fifty-three others were attacked 
or persecuted. 

e Commissar added that a re- 
cent census showed 42 r cent of 
the population was still illiterate, as 
compared with only a quarter of 1 
pee cent in Germany, one-seventh of 

per cent in England and 9 per cent 
in France. 

He said the Moscow district had 
only two libraries to every ten 
churches. ‘In the workers’ educa- 
tional centres we find the sad phe- 
nomenon,’’ he went on, ‘‘that only 
40 per cent of the pupils are children 
of workers, while in the higher 
classes they constitute only 17 per 
cent. This gives rise to a belief that 
children of toilers are mentally unfit 
for higher education.”

VIENNA, Sept. 25.—Dr. Stumpf, 
Governor of the Tyrol, definitely in- 
formed the provincial Diet today that 
the provineial government holds in 
reserv arms which in case of need 
would be ‘issued to the Tyrolean 
Heimwenhr. % " 

In an interview on Sept. 3 former 
Chancellor Ignaz Seipel said: 

‘The arms of the lean Heim- 
wehr are de the Tyrolean 
Government and those of the Vienna 
Heimwehr with the Viennese police.’’ 
A political storm has raged in 
Austria over this statement, which 
ee difficulties for the govern- 
ment. 

Today a Socialist interpellated the 
government of Dr. Stumpf on the 
subject of Mgr. ‘Seipel’s declaration. 
Dr. Stumpf replied that a store «of 
arms had been formed the Tyrol- 
ean Government from “confiscated 
weapons.” As the Heimwehr is a 
le body and had offered them- 
selves to the Tyrolean Government 
as emergency police, he said, the 
Tyrolean ‘Government would not 
hesitate, in case of need, to use these 
depots to arm the Heimwebhr. 


IBN SAUD’S FOES ROUTED. 


60 Rebel Tribesmen Slain, Many 
Wounded in 15-Hour Battle. 


JERUSALEM, Sept. 25 (Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency).—Sixty rebel 
tribesmen “have ‘been reported killed 
and a large number wounded in a 
fifteen-hour battle between a puni- 
tive expedition sent by Ibn Saud, 
ruler of -Nejd and: the ‘Hedjaz, 
against the rebel tribes under Feisal 
Dawish, who has avowed his inten- 
tion of ‘occupying El Haasa as part 
of movements to weaken and eventu- 
ally unseat the Wahabi monarch. 

Emir Ibn Mesaad, a relative of Ibn 
Saud, headed the expedition, routing 
the rebels who sustained the casual- 
ties. The’ rebels -were unable to 
1 Watta El Harud, held by 

mir Ibn Mesaad. 

The battle outside that town re- 
sulted in more rebels being killed, in- 
cluding Abu El Aziz, son of Feisal 
Dawish. The rebels fled to El 
Sabachia, sixty miles from Koweit, 
but the Emir of Koweit warned the 
insurgents not to expect hospitality 
in his domain. 

Feisal Dawish, hearing of the 
death of his son, was said to have 
announced he would continue the 
war against Ibn Saud until the last 
moment.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—The familiar 
heavy London fog made its début of 
the season today. While not of the

a standstill for some hours. Fog ser- 
vice was the order of the morning 
on the Southern Railway, with a 
number of regular morning trains 
either delayed or service canceled 
altogether.

NEW PROBLEMS TO BE MET 





Line to Build 27,000-Ton Motor 
Ship First—Economy Seen in 
Smaller Vessels.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Work on the 
new 60,000-ton liner Oceanic has been 
postponed indefinitely, it was an- 
nounced tonight by the White Star 
Line, and priority will be given to 
the construction of the new 27,000- 
ton motorship as a sistership to the 
newly launched Britannic. 

The keel plates of the Oceanic will 
remain undisturbed at the Harland 
Wolff Shipyard in Belfast, according 
to the company’s announcement. 
Meanwhile the owners and builders 
will wrestle with the new problems 
of design and 1 ropelling power which 
are facing them as a result of the 
Bremen’s record-breaking voyage in 
July.

CASE LIKELY TO END TODAY 


Defendant on Stand Tries to Define 
“Deliberate” and Tells of “Pano- 
rama” That Flashed in: Mind.

WHITE PLAINS; N;¥., Sept: 25:— 
A session in which definitions, hypo- 
thetical questions and expert opinion 
played a leading part brought to a 
close today the efforts of Earl Pea- 
cox to escape death in the electric 
chair for the murder of his wife, 
Dorothy. Almost every word of tes- 
timony added to the voluminous rec- 
ord of his trial before Supreme Court 
Justice Tompkins was designed ‘to 
counteract the effect of the young 
defendant’s admission on the witness 
stand that he had beaten and choked 
his wife ‘‘deliberately.’’ 

Peacox may think he ‘‘meant’’ to 
do these things, but -he is wrong in 
the opinion of two alienists retained 
by the defense-Dr. C. Floyd Havi- 
land, superintendant of Manhattan 
State Hospital for the Insane on 
Ward's Island, and Dr. Richard H. 
Hutchings, superintendent of Utica 
State Hospital for the Insane. 

Allege Legal Insanity. 


In the space of fifteen minutes or 
50 between the time when ‘‘every- 
thing went black,’’ until he felt his 
wife ‘‘swoon out” Peacox was in the 
throes of an ‘emotional storm’”’ 
which robbed his ‘‘psychopathic per- 
sonality’’ of the ability to weigh the 
*‘quality of his actions,’ the psychi- 
atrists agreed. Since he could not 
distinguish right from wrong, his 
state was tantamount to “legal in- 
sanity,’’ the experts said. 

They admitted that all the rest of 
his life he was sane and normal ex- 
cept for the ‘‘psychopathic person- 


Mount Vernon apartment had been 
“‘deliberate,’’ Peacox was self-as- 
sured in: his speech. That was. at 
the morning session at the close of 
a cross-examination by District At- 
torney Frank H. Coyne. 

“I questioned the meaning of that 
word yesterday,’’ the witness said, 
‘“‘and I would like an opportunity to 
explain what I meant. If I should 
slap you in the face on the impulse of 
the moment, you might say it was de- 
liberate and at the same time 
might say I slapped you, but not 
with deliberation. I insist there is 
a difference—a vast difference."’ 

Before he left the stand the young 
radio repairman told Mr. Coyne he 
did not believe he was ‘‘qualified to 
say’’ whether he was sane or not but 
hoped he was, and knew that he 
felt ‘“‘all right now.” The court 
would not permit his to recite the 
Iyrics of. “Just a Memory’ and 
“Love Sends a Little Gift of Roses,”’ 
two. songs he sent to his wife while 
she was living apart from him and 
Mr. Syme moved for. the withdrawal 
of a juror, amounting to a motion 
for a mistrial, on the ground that 
important testimony was being ex- 
cluded. Justice Tompkins denied the 
motion. 


Returns to the Stand. 


Late in the afternoon when Peacox 
returned to the witness chair, after 
the alienists had testified, to tell of 
the ‘‘panorama,’’ he was trembling 
and his jaw hung loosely. Once he 
broke down and _= sobbed. The 
panorama which flashed through his 
mind like a ‘‘motion picture show’”’ 
consisted of memories of unhappy in- 
cidents in his seven years’ acquain- 
tance with the girl he married and 
killed. In effect it was a résumé of 
his testimony as Mr. Syme’s extend- 
ed question had been a digest of the 
defense testimony. 

In it the defendant said he saw the 
swimming pool where he met his 
wife, seven years ago. He saw their 
quarrels over ‘‘mutual incompati- 
bility,’ their arguments over other 
men, letters he had read surrepti- 
tiously, the apartment where his wife 
was staying, and countless other in- 
cidents in his life and hers. He 
recited the whole list, not missing the 
time he sent the two sentimental 
ballads to his absent wife, until Jus- 
tice Tompkins interrupted his mono- 
logue to ask:

But as the session continued evi- 
dences of the strain were apparent. 
Jurors fidgeted, glanced at their 
watches and counted flies on the 
ceiling. Mr. Syme was nervous and 
short-tempered and Mr. Coyne was 
reproved by the court for shoutine 
at Peacox to ‘‘stop quibbling with 
me,’’ during the defendant’s cross- 
examination. 

Nearly the whole afternoon session 
was given over to the examination 
of the alienists, except for the forty 
minutes required for the defendant’s 
description of his ‘‘panorama,’’ and 
fifteen minutes required for the testi- 
mony of two rebuttal witnesses for 
the State--fellow instructors at the 
radio school where Peacox taught— 
who said he had acted normally on 
the days following the killing. 

While Mr. Syme propounded his 
hypothetical question Justice Tomp- 
kins scribbled with a gold fountain 
pen. Peacox held his head in his 
hands. The jury listened apathetic- 
ally and an elderly man, who had 
waited in line two hours for admit- 
tance to the courtroom, snored audi- 
bly until an attendant nudged him. 

‘‘What in your opinion, Dr. Havi- 





land, was the mental condition of 
such a boy at the time when a kill- 
ing such as I have described oc- 
curred?’’ Mr, Syme asked. 


‘Unable to Guide Conduct.’ 


“In my opinion,’’ said Dr. Havi- 
land, the first alienist to testify, ‘‘his 
condition was one of abnormal men- 
tal state resulting from a psycho- 
pathic personality which the boy 
possessed, in addition to certain ex- 


citing factors resulting in a flare-up 
of a sudden, irresistible, overwhelm- 
ing impulse by reason of which he 
was unable to guide or control his 
conduct.’’ 

“In that period,’’ continued Mr. 
Syme, ‘‘was he capable of premedi- 
tating, reflecting or deliberating?’’ 

‘“‘He was not.’ 

‘‘How long did that condition con- 
tinue?’’ 

“In my opinion from the point 
where his face was slapped until he 
became frightened at noting that his 
“wife was ‘limp’ or had ‘swooned 
away,’ as he said. 

“Did he know that what he was 
doing was wrong?’”’ 

“He did not.’’ 

‘‘Was he medically insane?’’ 

“No he was not medically insane. ' 

In cross-examination Dr. Haviland 
defined ‘‘psychopatic personality’’ as 
follows: 

‘“‘A psychopathic personality is a 
recognized form of mental and ner- 
vous constitution evident in the early 
years of life and characterized by a 
departure from the normal in the 
lack of emotional reactions and the 
lack of proper emotional response. 
It is characterized also by an inabil- 
ity to profit from experience and 
evidenced by poor judgment and an 
inability to meet the ordinary de- 
mands of life through failure to rec- 
ognize faults as one’s own, as a nor- 
mal person does. Instead, such per- 
sons project their troubles upon other 
persons—everything and everybody is 
to blame except the persor con- 
cerned. There also is an inability to 
respond normally in the emotional 
and willing field. It bears no rela- 
tion to intellectual endowment. Many 
such persons are above normal] in 
that respect.’’ 

Dr. Haviland admitted that per- 
sons with psychopathic personalities 
were not insane, that they could not 
be committed to institutions, and 





that one-third of the population of | 


Sing Sing was made up of just such 
cases.’ He testified that there were 
many cases of persons who were 
‘legally insane’ for a few minutes 
and norma! all the rest of their lives, 
although when the court asked him 
to name a few, Dr. Haviland said he 
could not without consulting records 

Dr. Haviland said he had not used 
the term ‘‘emotional insanity’’ be- 
cause no such condition existed. 
“The emotional storm,’’ which, 
superimposed on the defendant’s 
‘psychopathic personality,’’ pro- 
duced the ‘‘flame that lit the fuse,”’ 
was ‘‘very much akin’’ to what lay- 
men mean by the term, he said, 
however, adding that it was differ- 
ent from ‘‘a common, ordinary fit of 
jealousy.”’ 

“He was not unconscious,’’ the 
alienist said. ‘‘He knew what he 
was doing. And he had a memory 
of it afterward. His mind was func- 
tioning to that extent.’’ 

Knowledge that the defendant had 
admitted he ‘‘meant to hit his wife 
and meant to choke her’’ would not 
change his opinion, Dr. Haviland 
said. declaring the statement was 
‘“‘quite consistent with the emotiona! 
storm which so dominated him that 
rr ‘willing’ capacity was not opera- 
ive.’’ 


Court Asks Question. 


Here Justice Tompkins interposed 
a question: 

‘When he reached into his hip 
pocket, wasn’t that willing?”’ 

“From the time his. face was 
slapped until the storm. had passed 
his movements were automatic,’’ the 
witness said. 

‘*‘Was it an emotional storm or a 
period of legal insanity?’’ asked Mr. 
Coyne. 

“TI think it was both,’’ replied Dr. 
Haviland. ‘I think he knew the 
nature of his acts. but not the qual- 
ity. He knew he wanted to place his 
hand over his wife’s mouth and hol? 
her throat to stop her screams. That 
he actually was smothering her—that 
he did not know.”’ 

The testimony of Dr. Hutchings 
was virtually identical. Both agreed 
that Peacox was legally and medi- 
cally sane now and when they 
examined him. His mind was not 
diseased, they said.

LA GUARDIA ASSAILS 
WALKER ON SEWERS 


Says Mayor, Berry and Whole 
Estimate Board Shared the 
Guilt With Connolly. 





ASSAILS QUEENS LEVIES 





Exorbitant Cost of Improvements 
Should Be Assessed on City as 
Crime Charge, He Holds. 





Representative F. H. La Guardia, 
Republican candidate for Mayor, put 
a share of responsibility for the 
Queens sewer scandal directly up to 
Mayor Walker in a speech last night 
before the Fifth Assembly District 
Republican Club in Queens. 

“Mr. Walker never uttered a truer 
word in his whole life,’’ said Mr. 
La Guardia, ‘“‘than when on March 
15, 1928, while presiding over a meet- 
ing of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment at the City Hall in 
New York City entertaining an ap- 
plication for city funds to defray the 
expenses of Maurice Connolly’s de- 
fense, he said, ‘If Connolly is guilty, 
the whole administration is guilty.’ ’’ 

Asserting that Mayor Walker had 
never been in sympathy with the in- 
vestigation that brought about prose- 
cution of the former Queens Borough 
President, Mr. La Guardia pointed 
to the conviction of Connolly as a 
clinching reply to Mr. Walker’s 
statement. .He put an equal share 
of responsibility upon Controller 
Berry and the other members of the 
Estimate Board. 

At the same time he assailed the 
Walker Administration for failing to 
relieve Queens taxpayers of assess- 
ments covering the excess cost of the 
sewers constructed in the Connolly 
régime. As he has done before, he 
advocated considering this excess 
cost as part of a general charge 
against crime which the Queens tax- 

ers should not be forced to bear 
entirely any more than the charges 
for general police protection. 

The meeting was held at the Tri- 
angle ballroom at Myrtle and Ja- 
maica Avenues and was well at- 


tended. Mr. La Guardia also spoke 
briefly at a meeting of the Sons of

Blames Whole Board. 


“It cannot any more be said that 
Connolly is solely guilty than it can 
be said that Connolly got all of the 
money,’’ he said. ‘‘The Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment, Mr. 


Waiker, Mr. Berry and the five Bor- 
ough Presidents are also responsible. 
The Controller had a specific duty 
to perform which he utterly ignored 
or neglected, I will leave Mr. Berry 
to the tender mercy of my running- 
mate on the ticket, Mr. Harold G. 
Aron, who will show the people of 
Queens County the culpable negli- 
gence of the present. Controller, 
Berry, the direct link between the 
malfeasance of Connolly and the non- 
feasance of Berry. 

‘You cannot separate Connolly 
from the rest of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment.

To Put Republican Nominee for 
District Attorney on Its 
Ticket, He Announces. 








IGNORE PLEA ON ROTHSTEIN 





Neither Roosevelt Nor Lehman Has 
Answered Demand for Inquiry, 
Ex-Commissioner Says. 





Former Police Commissioner Rich- 
ard E. Enright announced yesterday 
that the Square Deal party, of 
which he is the candidate for Mayor, 
had endorsed Frederic R. Coudert 
Jr., Republican nominee for District 
Attorney of New York County. 

The endorsement was taken as 
partial corroboration of reports that 
influential Republicans, not particu- 
larly interested in the candidacy of 
Representative La Guardia, Republi- 
can nominee for Mayor, intended to 
centre their efforts on electing Mr. 
Coudert and would give financial 
support to Mr. Enright on the theory 
that the additional votes supplied by 
the Square Deal party might be 
enough to give him the margin of 
victory over Judge Thomas C. T. 
Crain, Tammany nominee for Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

“After mature deliberation, in 
which the names of very worthy men 
were discussed, Mr. Coudert was se- 
lected as the candidate possessing in- 
dependence of thought, fearlessness 
and the knowledge of law necessary 
for the exponent of principles and 
 captgeht of the Square Deal party in 

he pivotal position of District At- 
torney,’’ Mr. Enright said.

how the office had been manage 
during the six years that followed, 
Mr. Crain said: 

“I can only repeat that during the 
two years when the District At- 
torney’s office was under Banton and 
under my observation, it was con- 
ducted on a high moral plane and 
with marked efficiency in so far as 
the administration came under my 
observation.”’ 

Mr. Crain was asked whether, in

questions regar the Rothstein 
case. Norman omas, Socialist 
candidate for Mayor, also took up 
the Rothstein case in the course of 
an address last night at the Borough 
Park Labor Lyceum in Brooklyn. Mr. 
Thomas appealed to Mayor Walker, 
“for the sake of your own repu- 
tation,’® to join in a demand already 
made of Governor Roosevelt, to, or- 
der an investigation into the conduct 
of the Rothstein case by the District 
Attorney’s office and the police. 


Mr. La Guardia in the letter made 
public yesterday said in part: 

‘‘May I inquire if there were any 
of the old gang connected with the 
Rosenthal case a ot a gam- 
bling joint in New York City at that 
time [the time of the Rothstein mur- 
der]? Will. you also please state 
what was the relation of Arnold 
Rothstein at that time to the gam- 
bling fraternity and the City Ad- 
ministration? Did you ascertain 
whether any public officials, now in 
office had ‘borrowed’: money from 
Rothstein? With what public of- 
ficials and prominent men in Tam- 
many rolitics had Rothstein con- 
ferred just prior to the time he was 
murdered ?”’ 

District Attorney Banton has sent 
an answer to the first letter, made 
public on Tuesday. Mr. Banton said 
the statement which Mr. La Guardia 
had used as a peg for his first letter 
had been misconstrued, and that 
what he had said was: “New York 
City will be amazed to hear that the 
Rothstein case was the result of a 
quarrel between two gamblers, each 
of whom accused the other of cheat- 
ing at cards. 

“The reply is in keeping with the 





enlightened information heretofore 
given to the public on this matter 
of great public concern,’’ was Mr. La 
Guardia’s comment on the Banton 
letter. He said the reference in his 
own latest letter to Mr. Banton, to a 
loan by Rothstein to public officials, 
was not based on any information in 
his possession, but was prompted by 
a desire to obtain for himself and the 
public information on this point. 

“T have hitherto declined to join in 
the several requests that have gone

tion, Legally you might conduct an 
investigation of your own into the 
Police Department...

If you really believe that your 
Police Department is blameless in 
this matter, why not prove it to the 
people and refute your critics?

Negro Cultists Open Fire on 
Police Seeking Man Who 
Was Kidnapped. 








SHOTGUNS ROUT RIOTERS 





Thousand Policemen Patrol South 
Side District to Prevent Further 
Outbreaks.

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—Following the 
killing of a detective and a negro 
religious leader today, a thousand 
policemen were thrown into Chi 
cago’s South Side negro district to- 
night to prevent rioting. The slay- 
ings took place in a battle between 
police and negro cult leaders in a 
flat building at 4,139 South Parkway. 

Two detectives and another negro 
were seriously wounded in the fight- 
ing. Several hundred of the fanat- 
ical followers of the cult were re- 
ported to be attempting to hold a 
meeting and police were guarding all 
possible gathering places with orders 
to disperse a r= 

The battle between the police and 
cult leaders in the flat building 
started about noon. When the smoke 
of revolvers, sawed-off shotguns and 
tear bombs had cleared away the 
casualties were found to be two 
dead and three wounded.

The body of Carl Freeman, a night 
watchman, was found yesterday on 
the loading platform of the Wash- 
ington Square Laundry of 429 East 
Twenty-third Street. He had been 
murdered by burglars, who apparent- 
ly tortured him by inflicting slight 
knife wounds in an effort to force 
him to reveal something he had not 
known, the combination of the safe. 

A print of a naked foot in crimson 
and a pair of Oxford shoes were the 
only clues to the crime. Fingerprints 
which the police had hoped for did 
not come out in development, and 
tools left behind by the slayers failed 
to give the detectives any leads. 

Freeman, who was 50 years old, 


had been stabbed twenty-four times, 
most of the cuts being minor ones. 
The palms of his hands had been 
slashed, but these injuries the detec- 
tives pointed out might have been 
received when Freeman tried to pro- 
tect himself from the stiletto. 


Employe Finds Body. 

The body was’ found shortly be- 
fore 2:30 A. M. when Irving Pearl of 
136 Avenue A arrived at the three- 
story building of the laundry corpor- 
ation. Pearl is a sifter of laundry 
and usually has been admitted by 


Freeman. Pearl rang the bell when 
he reached the gate, and when re- 
peated rings failed to bring response, 
he walked along from the laundry, 
which is. betwveen Avenue A and 





First Avenue, until he met Patrol- 
man James Quinn of the East 
Twenty-second Street station. 

Quinn returned with Pearl and 
forced the door. The policeman 
turned on the lights and at once saw 
bloodstains. He followed the trail 


to the loading platform at the rear 
and to a huge laundry basket. The 
body of the night watchman had been 
crammed into the canvas basket. 

The patrolman notified his station 
and Detectives Streck and McMahon 
were assigned. A call to Bellevue 
Hospital, three blocks away, brought 
Dr. Schaffer who pronounced Free- 
man dead. A deep stab wound in the 
back, coupled with loss of blood, had 
caused death. 

The police believe that the slayers, 
with begin | of the safe containing 
$300 as their objective, got into the 
building at midnight or shortly after 
the last of the drivers who remained 
behind after the other employes had 
left, delivered their loads and de- 
parted. 

Apparently the men hid until they 
thought the coast was clear for them 
to begin operations. Bloodstains be- 
low the time-clock, which Freeman 

unched on his rounds, indicated that 
he first attack had been made there. 
The tell-tale trail led back to the en- 

ine room at the rear of the build- 
ng, and thence to the office which 
is at the front, on the ground floor. 
_In addition to the criss-crossed cut 
on the palms, Freeman had been 
gashed under the chin, on the cheeks, 
on the top of his head, and the lobe 
of his right ear had been all but 
severed. A chair, surrounded by 
crimson stains, was found in front 
of the safe. 

The police deduced that the night 
watchman had been compelled to sit 
there while his captors tried to get 
from him the combination. Red 
marks on the dial showed where the 
slayers had spun the tumblers on the 
slight chance that they might hit on 
the combination. 

Searching about, the detectives 
found a paper bag. It was found in 
the vacant lot behind the building, 
and near'a hole in the fence. The 
bag contained a brace and bit, a 

lass cutter, wire nippers, a sheath 
or a stiletto and the pair of low 
shoes. They believe the murderers 
removed their shoes before entering 
in. order to creep up and take Free- 
man unaware. 

The tools were all new, and of poor 
quality. They were wrapped in two 
cotton shirts. 

Freeman lived at 820 Ellsworth 
Avenue, the Bronx. He was the 
father of nine children, only two of 
working age.

Offers for: Others Refused, Being

Value—Autos Yield $3,595. 





Property formerly owned by indi- 
vidual partners in the bankrupt 
Clarke Brothers private bank, which 
failed for $5,000,000 last Spring, 
brought $26,975 at auction yesterday 
afternoon. Bids were rejected on 
four of the five houses offered and 
on the bulk of the personal property 
included. 

Of the $26,975 realized, $21,250 rep- 
resented the accepted bid for the one 
house sold, that formerly owned by 
Philip Clarke on Chatsworth Avenue, 
Larchmont. Six automobiles, for- 
merly owned by the various partners, 
were sold at prices ranging from $75 
to $2,050, bringing a total of $3,595. 
Other items sold included a lot of 
jewelry for $325, furniture in Philip 
Clarke’s home, $400, and furniture 
in the house at Hastings owned by 


James Rae Clarke and occupied by 
his daughter, $1,405. 

Referee John L, Lyttle rejected 
bids for the other four houses be- 
cause they were less than 75 per 
cent of the appraised value of the 
properties.

BROWN ADMITS CLASS OF 350 


President Barbour Makes His First 
Address to Student Body.

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 25.—Dr. Clar- 
ence A. Barbour, the new president 
of Brown University,:made his first 
official appearance today when a 
freshman class of 350 was admitted 
for the university’s one hundred and 
sixty-sixth year. 

The opening assembly was held in 
the First Baptist Meeting ‘House, 
built in 1775, in order that the whole 


undergraduate body of over 1,300 stu- 
dents might have opportunity to hear 
the new president. 

Dr. Barbour spoke on the “over- 
flow of personality,’’ which, he said, 
‘depends upon the conscious ener- 
gies of the soul and is determined by 
the dominant note of life.’’ 

“It is very difficult to resist,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We are moved by another 
when we think that we are moving 
ourselves. We change our plans and 
choose our way with a sense of in- 
dependence, not realizing that an- 
other’s life has largely affected our 
decisions, and that we are almost in- 
evitably following the overflow of the 
personality of others.’’ 

Major additions to Brown faculty 
are Professors Willard C. Beatty, 
from Wesleyan and Chelcie C. Bos- 
land from the University of Minne- 
sota, both of whom will be assistant 
professors of economics; Dr. William 
A. Noyes, associate professor of 
chemistry, from the_ University of 
Chicago; Dr. Henry B. Van Hoesen, 
associate librarian, from Princeton; 
Dr. Norbert Wiener, visiting profes- 
sor of physics, from Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and Arthur 
M. Banta, acting professor of biology, 
from the Carnegie Institution at Cold 
Spring Harbor, N. Y.

HEY always said that Miller J. Huggins was not 
the driving type of manager, but there wag one 
man he drove too hard. That was Miller J. Hug- 

He never spared himself, and the fatal testi- 
mony on that point is overwhelming. The Yankees 
were going nowhere. The race was all over. But 
Huggins, paying no attention to his own physical con- 
dition, worked and worried day after day on the 
problem of getting ready a better Yankee team for 
next year. 

Even if the Yankees win everything in sight and set 
all sorts of new records next séason, the pricé was too 
high. Far too high. Speaking of him only as a baseball 
manager and sticking to the cold facts and the printed 
records, Miller J. Huggins was by far the most suc- 
cessful manager of the 1:odern era in baseball. Six 
pennants and three w:ld’s championships in eight 
years. A team that we : eight straight games to sweep 
through two world’s <eries without a defeat. What 
other manager can :oint to a record like that? 

Yet Huggins himself always said with that quizzical 
smile of his: ‘“‘Great managers? Great players make 
great managers.’’ That may be true, but some credit 
should go to the manager who recognizes a great 
player when he sees one, 


Against the Tide. 


For years Huggins had to battle against a tide of un- 
popularity. He never had been on a New York team 
before he came to manage the Yankees. He was a 
National League player and manager through all his 
career until he stepped into an American League dug- 
out to take over the Yankees from Wild Bill Donovan. 

He was not a glad-hander, not the hail-fellow-well- 
met type. He was reserved with strangers, quiet with 
acquaintances and only revealed himself to close 
friends. With those he knew and liked, Hug.shed all 
his reserve. To the fans in general he must have 
seemed a serious and even grumpy fellow as he 
stalked up and down the coaching lines, a thin, 
nervous figure, with hunched shoulders that looked as 
though they were bowed with the weight of centuries. 
But to those who knew him behind the scenes and 
across the dinner table, he was a different man en- 
tirely. A ready and frequently witty talker, a student 
of men and a reader of books, a fellow who was frank, 
friendly and informal. 

But on the surface and to the gaze of ordinary spec- 
tators,, Huggins was just a sharp little fellow, shrewd 
enough to tell Colonel Jacob Ruppert and Colonel Til 
Huston whet players to buy from the Boston Red Sox. 
When the Yankees won their first pennant in 1921 the 
fans gave great credit to the Ruppert and Huston 


bankrolls, 
Piling Up the Evidence. 


Even when the Yankees won in 1922 and again in 
1923, the old argument still held good. The Ruppert 
checkbook was the answer to the Yankee pennants, 
according to the anti-Huggins crowd. But that crowd

In 1926 Miller J. Huggins bobbed up with a team 
that won the American League pennant and lost the 
world’s series by an eyelash. Exclusive of the pitchers, 
six out of eight regulars on that team were men who 
had never played on any other major league team. 
Two of them, Koenig and Lazzeri, were green kids 
from the minors. Except for Ruth in right field and 
Dugan at third base, the players were men who had 
been picked from the minors by Yankee scouts and 
developed into a championship array by a Yankee 


manager. 
Ending the Debate. 

That just about ended the debate over the ability of 
Miller J. Huggins. The scoffers ceased to scoff and 
the skeptics were convinced. The pennant-winning 
years of 1927 and 1928 merely served to bring in more 
evidence than was needed, 

In winning his first three pennants Huggins had 
shown that he knew how to buy. In winning his last 
three, he showed that he knew how to build. He had 
the backing of Colonel Ruppert, of course; but John 
McGraw had the backing of C. A. Stoneham and Joe 
McCarthy had the backing of William Wrigley. Mc- 
Graw and McCarthy are smart managers, but they 
have yet to equal the feat performed by Huggins. The 
Dusty Miller rebuilt his club and drove it from seventh 
place to a pennant in one year. 

There were other problems Huggins had to solve. 
He wasn’t imposing in appearance and he couldn't 
control his players as Husk Chance used to do and 
“Old Rough’’ Carrigan did when he was younger. 
Huggins, a junior lightweight, had to solve his troubles 
in another way. It took him a few years, and there 
were some stirring battles that went into the records, 
but the junior lightweight won over the heavyweights 
all along the line. - 


The Great Little Guy. 

That’s only part of the story, but perhaps it’s 
enough. Here was a man who, came into town with 
everybody giving him the cold shoulder and a few in- 
terested persons out gunning for him. Players, fans 
and writers were against him. He was a stranger in a 
strange town and he was given a sixth-place ball club 
to manage. , 

He won three pennants and the credit was given to 
somebody else. He smiled and said nothing. His 
team fell apart and he built another pennant-winning 
machine that won three times in a row. This time he 
got the credit. 

Some of his high-priced and temperamental stars 
broke the rules of discipline and openly scoffed at his 
authority, He subdued the insurrection and ended up 
by being the complete master of the situation. 

In Babe Ruth he had not only the biggest figure in 
baseball but-one of the hardest problems to handle. 
They battled and it took a courageous chap to do what 
Huggins did. He handed an ultimatum to the most 
popular figure the game had ever known. Ruth was 
never a bigger fellow in his life than the day he ad- 
mitted he was wrong and Huggins was right. 

Huggins was a fine player and a remarkably suc- 
cessful manager, to which might be added the verdict 
of Babe Ruth: ‘‘He was a great little guy, was Hug.”

LINE PROSPECTS ARE GOOD

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 25.— 
Tuss McLaughry is best known 
among the younger school of coaches 


as the man who produced a team of 
iron men on a diet of milk. The 
fact is little known that the stalwart, 
uiet-spoken molder of Brown's 
ootball machines is one of the 
cleverest defensive strategists in the 
game, an analytical student whose 
ability to organize his forces to meet 
any type of offense has led more} 
than one member of the profession | 
to seek his expert opinion. 

The Brown teams that have been 
turned out by McLaughry during the 
past three years’ have not been 
merely defensive combinations. They 
ma: ck the originality on the at- 
tack of Warner. or Rockne coached 
elevens, but they play sound, aggres- 
sive football that is representative 
of the best accepted theory of the 
day, and any team that goes up 
against them knows that it must 
keep its wits about it and be pre- 
pared for a punishing afternoon’s 
ordeal, as Brown’s opponents found 
out in 1926 and again last year. 

Few coaches have accomplished so 
much in their first three years at a 
new institution as McLaughry has 
done at Brown.. After putting out 
an unbeatable eleven his first season 
here, he had a bad year in 1927, but 
last Fall Brown came back strong 
to lose only one me, that one to 
Yale in the Bowl. This year the 
Bruins face one of the most exact- 
ing schedules confronting any team 
in the East. Princeton, Yale, Syra- 
cuse, Holy Cross and Dartmouth all 
come on successive Saturdays, and 
the annual Thanksgiving Day game 
with Colgate winds up the season. 


Missing at Strategic Points. 


If Brown had the material that 
was on hand last year it would be 


in the position to assume this hercu- 
lean task with equanimity.

New York State Marriages Decline for Year, 
While Divorces and_Annulments. Increase

WASHINGTON, Sept.. 25.—There 
were fewer marriages and more di- 
vorces and annulments in New York 
State in 1928 than in 1927, the De- 
partment of Commerce revealed to- 
day in a preliminary report on mar- 
riage and divorce for that State. 


According to the returns received, 
114,348 marriages were performed in 
the State during 1928, as compared 
with 118,719 in 1927, a decrease of 
3.7 per cent..In 1916..97,454 mar- 
riages were performed. 

During 1928 5,293 divorces were 
granted in the State, as compared 
with 5,000 in 1927, an increase of 5.9 
per ¢ént. In 1916. 3.269 divorces 
were granted. In 1928 990 marriages 
were annulled, as compared with 872 
in 1927.

York State on July 1, 1928, was

Not only a sentimental play but an 
extraordinarily good sentimental 
play has managed to steam across 
the Atlantic, ‘‘Many Waters,’’ which 
was put on at Maxine Elliott’s last 
evening. It is the work of Monckton 
Hoffe, and it brings Ernest Truex 
home from London to give the most 

nuine performance in his career. 

s this touching fantasy ambles 
along, looking back into the lives 
of two average people, you are nu 
doubt right in assuming that it is 
Mr. Hoffe’s rebuke to the: brass- 
tongued clangor of pitiless realism. 
If you really knew what goes on in 
the lives of average people, the play 
suggests, you might discover more 
sterling "quality in their characters 
than you can perceive on the dull, 
placid surface of their lives. Or to 
put it on the sentimental basis:

Mr. Hoover’s intervention in the 
tariff debate has for some time 
een regarded as imminent. The side 
to which he would throw the weight 
of his argument and prestige was 
taken for granted. He would speak 
out boldly against a revision divert- 
ed from its primary purpose of aid- 
ing the American farmer. He would 
denounce rates inflated beyond rea- 
son and justice. But the actual 
form of the President’s entry on the 
tariff.scene does not at first sight | 
correspond to expectations. There is | 
no great moral thrill about the oper- 
ations of a flexible clause, even 
though Mr. Hoover’s case for leav- 
ing the power to adjust rates in the 
President’s hands is - convincing. 
What does hit the eye is that Mr. 
Hoover’s first public utterance 
lands him in strange company. His 
statement was solicited as ammuni- 
tion by the Old Guard. His argu- 

- Ments are directed against the 

friends of moderation in tariff 
making. 
' On second thought, the Old Guard, 
which summoned the President to 
its aid, and the coalition of Demo- 
crats and Progressives which is out 
to transfer the manipulation of flex- 
ible rates from the President to 
Congress, may both find themselves 
uneasy about Mr. Hoover. His plea 
for the maintenance of the Presi- 
dential authority in the matter is 
so fervent as to raise the suspicion 
that he may be thinking of the flex- 
{ble tariff rates as really flexible. 
As a good tactician, to be sure, he 
is careful to emphasize a specific 
industry, the dairy industry, which 
was saved by flexing the established 
rates upward. But he does mention 
the possibility of duties being higher 
than necessary and-so becoming 
onerous to the public. Can it be that 
Mr. HOovER is really convinced that 
a@ good flexible tariff works both 
ways? 

The thought is enough to cause 
shivers to run down High Protec- 
tionist spines. Between the enact- 
ment of the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff in 1922 and August, 1928, the 
flexible tariff clause was invoked 
twenty-five times. The reductions 
were six, the increases were nine- 
teen, The increases were on pig iron, 
on men’s straw hats, on butter, on 
cheese, on various chemicals. ‘The 
reductions were on paint-brush han- 
dles and live bob-quail. The Presi- 
dent’s power to raise'or lower tariff 
Guties 50 per cent'on recommienda- 
tion of a‘ bipartisan board has some- 
how worked out four times out of 
five in favor of higher duties; But 
if it is in Mr. Hoover’s mind that 
tariff ‘rates under a flexible dispen- 
sation are just as likely to go down 
as ‘up, how piquant that Senators 
moned him to their aid, and Sim- 


inent Wall Street gentleman.” He 
had no business in that galley, even 
though he garnered there sociolog- 
ical observations with which he 
amused the Senate. True, the emi- 
nent Wall Street gentleman seems to 
have been rather primitive in his 
methods, According to Mr. BRooK- 
HART, “the flasks were under the 
“table and all one had to do was to 
“reach down and get his flask and 
“put it in his hip pocket.” 

Why was not a wet room set apart 
for the guests? Why was tbere not 
a discreet waiter, stationed in the 
cloakroom or elsewhere, privately to 
arm each receptive guest for a new 
engagement in the war against alco- 
hol? We share Mr. BROOKHART’S 
long-suppressed indignation. It is 
beneath the dignity of a Senator, or 
a Representative, for that matter, to 
stoop to congyer his thirst. Mr. 
SMoot didn’t p- He has “ never 
“been to any place where he has 
“seen drinking.” Cynics are not to 
draw from this statement the con- 
clusion that to a Senator on social 
occasions in Washington the appa- 
ratus of rum has become so familiar 
that he doesn’t think of it when he 
sees it any more than he does of a 
chair or a table. 

If Mr. SMooT is absent from the: 
proceedings, he is present with the 
tariff. Even if his attention were 
temporarily attracted to a flask, it 
would only remind him of the rate 
on glass or bottles. Mr. BROOKHART 
was entertaining. If Mr. WILLIAM 
CABELL BRUCE were still a member 
of the Senate, he would have read 
from The Des Moines Register of 
some time last year accounts of the 
wetness of the River Counties of 
Iowa. Why does Mr. BROOKHART 
demand that Washington be more 
virtuous than his own State? Mr. 
HOWELL, rambling among ancient 
history, is hard to follow. He did 
announce one profound scientific dis- 
covery. College students can’t sing 
without “ booze.” Doubtless the Yale 
Institute of Human Relations will 
investigate. 

Mr. HOWELL read from a news- 
paper of May, 1928, an account of 
the nocturnal liquid hilarities of the 
capital. If Mr. BRUCE had been there 
he would have read from the same 
newspaper in that same month a 
depressing story of iniquity in Mr. 
HOWELL’s “home city.” Between 
1920 and 1928, population increased 
15 per cent, arrests for drunkenness 
92 per cent. “Government men say | 
that Omaha has 1,500 liquor joints.” 
Hotels abound in moonshine. Here 
is the recipe for near-beer, mid- 
West style: 

Pour a little out, pour a shot of 
alcohol in, and shake the bottle 
with the thumb over neck—a proc- 
ess known in Kansas and Nebraska 
as ‘‘ thumbing."’ 

Mr. HOWELL couldn’t have dis- 
credited his own witness. Why do 
Dry Senators deplore at the capital 
conditions relatively the same as 
those that do and must prevail else- 
where? Is there an especially docile 
brand of human nature there? If 
they want to stop “the flouting of 
“the Constitution in the shadow of 
“the Capitol dome,” instead of sum- 
moning, as Mr. HOWELL would sum- 
mon, that illustrious Marine officer 
who was so singularly successful in 
drying up Philadelphia without its 
knowledge, why don’t they set the 
whole prohibition force at work in 
Washington? Perhaps it might as 
well be there as anywhere else. Not 
without large numbers of modelers 
can Washington be made a “ model 
city.” The absolute model city, we 
take.it, is one devoid of bootleggers 
and speakeasies; in which everybody 
whe wants a drink “ makes his own.”

A PROPOSED CUT IN TAXES. 


Yesterday’s announcement from 
Washington that the Treasury 
favors a further cut in Federal taxes, 
ranging from $200,000,000 to a pos- 
sible $300,000,000, came as some- 
thing of a surprise. That was be- 
cause of the prevalent idea that, even 
if. Federal revenue were to run be- 
yond the figure of the preceding 
fiscal year, increase of Congres- 
sional appropriations would more 
than counterbalance it. In the fiscal 
year ended last June public expendi- 
ture increased $205,900,000, on top 
of $150,000,000 increase the year be- 
fore, while revenue did not increase 
at all in either year. When the 
Treasury published its estimates in 
the annual report of last December 
it reckoned on a moderate increase 
in expenditure during the fiscal year 
1930, but on only $10,000,000 in- 
crease in the reveriue. It then figured 
that, as against a surplus revenue of 
$398,828,000 in 1928 and $36,990,000 
expected for 1929, the fiscal year 
1930 would produce a surplus of not 
more than $60,676,000. 

But subsequent revenue and ex- 
penditure moved so as to discounte- 
nance these estimates completely. 
Even the forecast for the fiscal year 
1929 missed the mark; an umex- 
pected rush of collections, toward 
the close of the year; raised its reve- 
nue $200,000,000 above the eatimate, 
leaving a surplus of $184,787,000. 
The new fiscal year t similar 
surprises. With nearly one-fourth 
of it now completed, the Treasury’s 
of accounts to date shows 





increase of $128,127.000 in revenue 
as compared with the corresponding 
period iast year, $100,995,000 of that 
increase coming from income and 
profits tax. In the same period ordi-

Except perhaps for the reduction 
of expenditure, there is not much in 
this showing that need cause sur- 
prise. The present year has been 
one of unexampled business pros- 
perity in the United States, but the 
calendar year 1928, on which is 
based the income tax revenue now 
in course of collection, did not as a 
whole run far behind it. It was uni- 
versally recognized to have marked 
extremely rapid enhancement of 
business profits; for 1927 had been a 
year of partial trade reaction, which 
largely accounted for the absence of 
increased revenue in the fiscal year 
1928. The Treasury’s willingness to 
approach once more the problem of 
tax reduction is doubtless caused not 
only by the remarkable increase in 
surplus revenue for the new fiscal 
year to date, but by the certainty 
that the income and profits declara- 
tions for the calendar year 1929, 
which will determine the course of 
public revenue after the 15th of next 
March, will be the largest in the 
government’s history. 


BLIND FLYING DEMONSTRATED. 


With the cooperation of other or- 
ganizations working on the prob- 
lem of.safer flying, among them the 
Bureau of Standards of the army 
and navy and several instrument 
companies, the Daniel Guggenheim 
Fund has been preparing since early 
in July to give an exhibition of what 
is called “ blind flying’—that is to 
say, the operation of an airplane 
solely with an illuminated dial board. 
On Tuesday a brilliant victory was 
recorded. No more versatile aviator 
for the test than Lieutenant JAMES 
H. DOoouiTTLe of the army could 
have been chosen. Leaving the 
ground at Mitchel Field, making a 
course of fifteen miles, coming back 
to the starting point, and landing 
easily, he saw nothing of the coun- 
try around and below him—had.no 
horizon of any kind—and, covered 
up by canvas in the rear cockpit, 
was guided by the illuminated in- 
struments under his eyes. This was 
flying as blind as if the plane had 
been swallowed up in a black fog. 

When Colonel LINDBERGH ap- 
peared before a joint committee of 
Congress in April he said that by 
the use of intersecting radio beams, 
sonic altimeters and other scientific 
instruments, pilots would soon be 


| able to make landings safely when 


flying through fog or smoke. Lieu- 
tenant DOOLITTLE furnished the proof 
on Tuesday at Mitchel Field by his 
remarkable exhibition. Something 
of the kind has been done before by 
transport companies, but it remains 
true, as Mr. HARRY F. GUGGENHEIM 
said, that never before had a pilot 
made a complete flight, from going 
up to landing, while absolutely 
“blind” in handling his plane. Mr. 
GUGGENHEIM warns that the system 
experimented with at Mitchel Field 
has yet to be perfected before it can 
come into general commercial use, 
but a long step forward has been 


made.

it bestrides the trunk line of the 
city’s new subway system. Above it 
rise stately skyscrapers, the envy of 
other thoroughfares. Gone are the 
caverns and ridges skirted by plank 
ways along which trucks and taxis 
pitched and tossed like buckboards 
on corduroy wilderness roads. They 
have given place to smooth pave- 
ment and swift traffic. The high- 
way has every prospect of a future 
in which those who have made it 
possible—Eighth Avenue Association 
and city’ officials and all associated 
with them—may well take pride. 

In his address on the occasion of 
the formal reopening of the avenue 
Mayor WALKER talked cautiously of 
improved surface transportation fa- 
cilities. He is inclined to prefer 
buses to trolleys, which he regards 
as “archaic and obsolete.” Most of 
the trolley cars which ply the streets 
of Manhattan are all of that. They 
bring no credit to a mode of trans- 
portation which has elsewhere been 
modernized to meet contemporary 
demands. Most of the companies 
have been too hard up to purchase 
new equipment. In the course of 
time a number of existing surface 
car lines will no doubt give way to 
buses, which are more fashionable 
nowadays and are able to operate 
with greater flexibility in highly con- 
gested city streets.. The ideal trans- 
portation system would combine sub- 
ways, trolleys and buses in a single 
traffic: net. 


THE SENATE AND THE 
NEEDLE’S EYE. 

Since President Hoover began to 
gather around him a number of rich 
men, there has been a lively discus- 
sion in the magazines whether “ men 
“of wealth * * * dominate our

tangent by WILLIAM HARD, who told

DER LEGGE, one of Chicago’s broader- 
minded millionaires, after his ap- 
pearance before the Senate commit- 
tee examining into’his fitness to be 
chairman of the Federal Farm 
Board, may find himself at a loss to 
know how far he agrees with either 
writer. In some respects he prob- 
ably disagrees with both, For sev- 
eral members of the Senate commit- 
tee; aided by Mr.’ BROOKHART, who is 
not a membér, put the Farm Board 
chairman through a critical and hos- 
tile cross-examination which had 
features in common with what goes 
on daily at Police Headquarters. 

Mr. LEGGE has been in public life 
before, but his committee experience 
this time was new to him. During 
the war he was first assistant to Mr. 
B. M. BARUCH in the War Industries 
Board. He ended his service with 
an armful of complimentary letters 
and a chest covered with decora- 
tions. When Mr. Hoover prevailed 
on him to become head of the Farm 
Board he was doubtless partly per- 
suaded by the memories of wartime. 
If the President was willing to put 
the head of the International Har- 
vester Company in charge of farm 
relief, Mr. LEGGE felt that his scru- 
ples were removed. He was ap- 
pointed; the Senate failed to con- 
firm. He was reappointed and his 
confirmation, though Washington 
does not doubt that it will come, is 
still to come. The dispatches relate 
that the Farm Board chairman 
“kept his sense of humor ” through- 
out the cross-examination. This is 
borne out by his effective retort to 
the implied criticism of Senators 
that they could not expect the board 
in two months to do what Congress 
had required eight years to begin. 
Nor has Mr. LEGGE lost his common 
sense. His reminder that the wheat 
corporation could not buy wheat 
when it had no place to store the 
purchases would appeal to any busi- 
ness man, Yet during the hearing 
he must have thought several times 
regretfully of his office in Chicago, 
his $100,000 annual salary and the 
dividends which the sale of his stock 
holdings now divert from his in- 
come. He may have said to himself 
that, if Mr. HARD is right and this 
administration is a paradise for the 
rich-in-office, he hopes to avoid an 
administration which is the reverse. 

However, it is not a case for pub- 
lic sympathy. Mr. LEGGE knew what 
was coming to him when he took 
the job. Whatever he can accom- 
plish will probably compensate him 
for any lost illusions of public ser- 
vice or Senatorial criticism. Rich 
men more often than not enjoy the 
publicity of high office: Otherwise, 
with the record before them, they 
would decline appointment.

munist propaganda before recogni- 
tion and Russian insistence on recog- 
nition first and guarantees after- 
ward. Prime Minister MACDONALD 
and Mr. HENDERSON are both under 
pledge to Parliament not to recog- 
nize without preliminary warranties 
of good conduct on the part of Mos- 
cow. The consent of the dominions 
to restoration of diplomatic fellow- 
ship with Russia was obtained on 
the same conditions. 

Has Russia, then, shown signs of 
yielding? The official newspapers.of 
the Soviet Government and of the 
Russian Communist party are silent, 
but Moscow's most influential labor 
paper rides a high horse. MACDON- 
ALD and HENDERSON, it asserts, have 
been severely rebuked by British 
labor for making recognition of Rus- 
sia conditional on Moscow’s valida- 
tion of her British debts. If money 
is to be discussed, Russia will put in 
the bigger bill of the two, for inter- 
vention and blockade damage. And 
finally, the Russian workers have 
been getting on very well these two 
years and a half without Great 
Britain’s company, and will continue 
to do so rather than pay one cent for 
the privilege. 

Recognition of Soviet Russia was 
one of the principal planks in the 
Labor party’s campaign. Mr. MAC- 
DONALD assumed office the first 
week in June. After four months, 
recognition has still to get going. 
The reason, on the British side, is to 
be sought both in the weakness and 
the strength of Mr. MACDONALD’S 
position. Because he is in a minority 
in Parliament he was compelled to 
pledge himself to caution with re- 
spect to Russia. But because he and 
his associates have made such an 
unexpectedly fine record in several 
directions the Russian issue has de- 
clined in importance. Russia, before 
the general election, was one of the 
few subjects on which the Labor 
party could speak “ constructively.” 
In the last two months’ SNOWDEN, 
HENDERSON, THOMAS and Mr. MAC- 
DONALD himself have succeeded in 
being constructive on problems that 
obviously come closer to the British 
public than Russia. If a formula for 
recognition is to be hammered out in 
the near future, most of the yielding 
will apparently have to be done by 
Moscow. Despite brave words about 
Russia getting on first rate without 
British assistance, the need of for- 
eign capital is the burden of com- 
ment encountered by visiting busi- 
ness delegations in Russia.

it in India. This is partly due to 
the report of the committee ap- 
pointed in 1927 by the Indian Gov- 
ernment and partly to the influence 
of a few determined Indian cham- 
pions of girlhood like Dr. MUTHU- 
LAKSHMI REeEpDpDI and Sir HARI SINGH 
Gour. These and a few others have 
not hesitated to denounce the insti- 
tution of child marriage in the face 
of immemorial custom supported by 
religion. 

It is only fair to state, however, 
that foreign opinion has backed up 
the Indian reform leaders, and that 
in the formation of public opinion 
the much-attacked volume “ Mother 
India ” has played a large part. The 
many volumes written to refute Miss 
Mayo’s assertions have not suc- 
ceeded in altering the bald fact that 
among the Hindus child marriage is 
the common practice and that nearly 
half the Hindu girls between the 
ages of 10 and 15 are wives. Whether 
the percentage is 45 or somewhat 
less is as unimportant as are asser- 
tions by Indian partisans that the 
child-marriage custom ends with the 
ceremony, or that girls do not be- 
come mothers at 14, but a year 
later, more or less—assertions which, 
incidentally, are challenged by reli- 
able authorities. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
new law can be enforced. The act 
of 1924, which limited the age to 13, 
bas been, admittedly, a dead letter. 
But there are signs that the subject 
is at last receiving the serious atten- 
tion of those very Indian leaders 
who prior to 1926 denied that child 
marriage was ah evil. If and ‘as 
public opinion spreads in India, the 
law may become effective. Gradu- 
ally the truth is becoming known 
and it promises ultimately to make 
the Hindu woman free. ee

Under Mexico’s new 
penal code the jury

The innovation, 
according to a statement: by Presi- 
dent Portes Gu. to a Mexican news- 
paper, meets the modern need for 
more practical justice: 

This is one more instance of a 
backward country, under the impetus 
of revolution, leaping into the van 
of progress. The ground having been 
thoroughly cleared, it is easier to 
build according to heart’s desire. 
Mexico. substitutes psychiatry for 
Magna Charta while in the United 
States it is still a subject for discus- 
sion. Soviet Russia adopts radical 
school reforms which in Western Eu- 
rope are regarded as highly experi- 
mental. 

Whether Mexico really needs psy- 
chiatrists more than twelve good men 
and true is another question. What- 
ever may be the theoretical superior- 
ity of the formér system, one would 
say offhand that for some time to 
come the Mexican people would get 
more good out of the rough-and- 
ready jury system, with its basic 
guarantees of justice, than out of a 
board of ‘‘scientists’’ from whom 
there is no appeal. Similarly the

The 
creaks and whines which, according 
to Mr. Warner, distract aviators, do 
not reach the ground. It is the roar 
of the exhaust which annoys the 
public. Whoever perfects a device 
for eliminating this will win the 
thanks of an increasing number who 
live near various airports. 


When SaMue. FIn- 
LEY Breese Morse 
flashed the immortal 
exclamation across 
. the first telegraph 
line, at least one of its later uses did 
not occur to him. The story comes 
from Africa, by way of a Science Ser- 
vice leaflet issued at Washington. 
It is that frequent breaks occurring 
in telegraph lines have been traced 
to giraffes which use the wires for 
head-rests. 

The problem thus presented to 
African linesmen is serious. Unin- 
formed comment would be that the 
wires. should be lowered to a point 
where giraffes cannot lean upon 
them while gazing meditatively 
across the veldt. But how about 
rhinoceroses and hippopotami? If 
they leaned on a wire the damage 
would obviously be heavier than in 
the case of a giraffe. And if the 
wires were placed even lower, they 
would be at the mercy of hartbeest, 
antelope, jackal and agouti. 

The British Empire is a powerful 
organism, but we should suppose that 
this question of how high to string 
telegraph wires in Africa would prove 
too much for its engineers. If only 
there were a political campaign go- 
ing on now in Tanganyika, or wher- 
ever the giraffes are leaning, one 
candidate or another would be sure 
to advocate putting the wires under- 
ground. That might become the 
issue.

W. C. T. U. Head Interprets Hoover 
Letter on Law Observance. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial of Sept. 23 misinter- 
prets the letter of President Hoover 
to the National W. C. T. U. Con- 
vention. The President knows that 
the W. C. T. U. stands for law ob- 
servance, that its members are total 
abstainers from all intoxicating 
liquors, that one of the principal 
objects of the past year on which 
great emphasis has been placed is 
youth’s roll-call, which seeks to en- 
roll all young people between the 
ages of 14 and 30 for total abstinence 
and law observance. 

We-do not presume to speak for 
the President, but we are confident 
the reference ‘‘too many people have 
come to rely wholly upon the strong 
arm of the law to enforce abstinence, 
forgetting that the cause of temper- 
ance has its strong foundations in 
the conviction of the individual of 
the personal value to himself of tem- 
perance in all things’? was in recog- 
nition of our contribution to total 
abstinence and that he was calling 
attention to those people who failed 
to recognize personal law observance 
as a contribution to law enforce- 
ment. 

The educational work carried on 
by our organization preceded by 
many years the adoption of prohi- 
bition, and that education is continu- 
ing. A practical project adopted by 
this convention is the new depart- 
ment of non-alcoholic fruit products 
by which’ we urge not only greater 
use of fruit and non-alcoholic fruit 
juices but combinations of such juices 
to be used in the home and to be 
served at social functions because 
“‘they appeal to the taste, are attrac- 
tive to the eye, refreshing to the 
spirits and have only good effects 
the morning after.’’ 

The President in his inaugural ad- 
dress accepted his share of responsi- 
bility for the enforcement of the 
Eighteenth Amendment, but called 
on the people to do their part 
through observance of the law. 

The W. C. T. U. is answering this 
appeal through its organizations in 
every State and in nearly 10,000 com- 
munities. Not only do its members 
observe the law, but every W. C. 
T. U. organization, through public 
meetings, through distribution of lit- 
erature and by educational work, is 
contributing to total abstinence, 
which means law observance, and 
to public sentiment in support of 
public officials who do their duty. 

In this program we ask the sup- 
port of all who believe in constitu- 
tional government and the sover- 
eignty of the law.

Patrick 
succeeded in bringing it under the 
Dutch rule. 

Patrick was murdered by a Dutch- 
man in the home of Captain John 
Underhill, in Greenwich (he, too, 
was under a ban in Massachusetts). 

If Great Captain’s Island was not 
named for Captain Patrick, it might 
well have been named for Captain 
John Underhill, whose monument 
stands across the Sound, in Mattin- 
necock.

Two “Dead Wells” in America. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with great interest the item 
headed ‘‘Dead Well of Russia’’ in 
your issue of Sept. 18. 

To my knowledge, there are two such 
bodies of water in the United States. 
One is the Kitch-iti-Ki-pi, known as 
the Big Spring, near Manistique, 
Mich. This body of water is approx- 
imately 150 by 250 feet, 40 feet deep 
and the walls are as vertical as in 
the Dead Well of Russia, The tem- 
perature remains the same all year 
around, and it is fed from a ‘bub- 
bling subterranean spring. Neither 
fish nor vegetation can live in this 
water. The property, owned by the 
Book estate of Detroit, has been 
given to the State for a park. 

The other body of water is near 
Castalia, Ohio, and is known as the 
Blue Hole. of Castalia. The charac- 
teristics are. practically the same as 
the Big Spring of Manistique, name- 
ly, vertical walls, size, no fish or 
vegetation live in the water, and the 
temperature, if I remember right, 
is 34 degrees above zero the year 
around. This property is owned by 
the Castalia Trout and Gun Club.

NEW SCHOOL YEAR BEGINS 





Academic Procession Precedes Ade 
dress by Prof. Fife—Classes 
Start Today. 





Columbia University formally 
opened its 176th year yesterday after- 
noon with exercises in the McMillin 
Theatre, preceded by an academic 
procession. The first classes of the 
new academic year will meet this 
morning. 

As at commencement, the proces- 
sion started on the steps of the 
library building and wound its way 
to the theatre. There an address of 
welcome was made by Robert Hern- 
don Fife, Gebhard Professor of Ger- 
manic Languages. President Nicho- 
las Murray Butler presided. 

In the morning President Butler 
had spoken at the opening of the 
Medical School, discussing the Co- 
lumbia of half a century ago. He 
spoke of the professors, the rules and 
the chapel service, which was com- 
pulsory on the first day of the term. 
He rather stressed the chapel ser- 
vice. And then, in further praise of 
the earlier period, he said: 


Tells of Old Entrance Tests. 


“‘As to one matter, Columbia Cok 
lege students who entered fifty years 
ago may certainly lay flattering unc- 
tion to their souls. It is probably 
safe to say that there is not today 
in Columbia College or on its faculty 
one single person who could pass the 
entrance examination which con- 
fronted the youth of 1879.

DECLARE LOYALTY TO BIBLE 


Campaign for $1,000,000 Bullding 
Fund Announced—Present Budget 
ef $65,000 Will Be Met.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—West- 
minster Theological Seminary; or- 
ganized as a protest against the 
administrative policy at Princeton 
Seminary, was opened here today 
‘with the assurance that a campaign 
would be started soon to raise 
$1,000,000 to buy a site and erect a 
permanent home for the institution. 

The opening was heralded at the 
exercises in Witherspoon Hall as 
“the beginning of a great movement 
to resist and, if possible, overcome 
the tendency toward Modernism,” 
and one which would he ‘‘a reforma- 
tion like that of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, with a return to common 
honesty and common sense.”’ 

Announcement of the campaign for 
funds was made by Fred M. Paist of 
Philadelphia, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee. He said the school 
would operate on a present budget 
of $65,000 in its temporary quarters, 
and that most of this sum had been 
obtained. 

Of fifty students enrolled for the 
opening of classes tomorrow, twenty 
are former students of. Princeton 
Seminary. The organizers of the 
new seminary broke away from 
Princeton after the last Presbyterian 
General Assembly approved the plan 
for a single board of control there. 


Explains Seminary Purpose. 
Dr. J. Gresham Machen, a member 
of the new seminary faculty and for- 
merly of Princeton, declared that 
several members of the new board of 
control at Princeton had signed the 


Auburn affirmation ‘which makes 
essential Christian doctrines no 
longer necessary.’’ 

‘“‘Westminster Theological Semi- 
nary is intended to continue unim- 
paired that traditio.. of unswerving 
loyalty to the Bible and to the Re- 
formed Faith which was destroyed at 
Princeton by the action of the last 
General Assembly in reorganizing 
Princeton Seminary,’’ Dr. Machen 
said. 

“Three great convictions may be 
distinguished as the convictions upon 
which Westminster Seminary stands: 

‘First, the Christian religion, as it 
is set forth in its grand consistency 
in the Confession of Faith of the 
Presbyterian Church, is true. 

‘Second, the Christian religion wel- 
comes, and is capable of, a scholarly 
defense. . 

“Third, the Christian religion must 
be proclaimed, without fear or 
favor, and in clear vspposition to 
whatever opposes it, whether within 
or without the Church, as the. only 
way of salvation for lost mankind. 

‘‘We are not devoted to the goddess 
of the world nor to the goddess of 
a worldly Church,’’ Dr. Machen con- 
tinued. ‘‘We are devoted to an un- 
popular cause, the cause of Jesus 
Christ, who is being increasingly de- 
serted and belittled by the visible 
Church. 

“Most seminaries regard. not. the 
Sible alone but the general phenom- 
‘na of religion as their field for 

tudy 1n order to arrive at a type 
of religious experience best suited 
for the man of the present day.- It 
is the Holy Scripture and not the 
human phenomena, however, with 
which we are concerned. Christianity 
flourishes not in thé obscurantist 
dogma but in the full light of day.”’ 

Dr. Machen ceclared that the study 
of Hebrew and Greek would. be 
stressed at the seminary because ‘‘to 
understand the Bible one must un- 
derstand the language in which the 
Bible is written.

British occupa- 
tion of Egypt and in the South Afri- 
can war. He later served as Gover- 
nor of Queensland, Australia. He 
was 79. : wood 


General’ Chermside was a class- 
mate of Generai Kitchener at Wool- 
wich and they were young officers 
together in the Royal Engineers dur- 
ing explorations in Palestine, where 
both acquired an unusual knowledge 
of Arabic. It is related that,when 
later General Chermside was ver- 
nor of Suakin early in the British 
occupation of Egyet. he was obliged 
to deliver an address to a group of 
sheiks and other tribal chieftains, 
His remarks were couched in classic 
Arabic, replete with quotations from 
the Koran and the poets. His audi- 
ence appeared deeply impressed, but 
afterward the chiefs’ met in puzzled 
conclave. The address had been too 
cultured for them. They did not 
know what the General was talking 
about. The incident recalled Glad- 
stone’s talking in classical Greek 
over the heads of the people of Corfu. 

In the course of his forty years in 
the British pig & 1868-1907, General 
Chermside had been Governor: Gen- 
eral of the Red ee Littoral 1884- 
86; commander of the Egyptian Nile 
frontier, ‘1886-88; Military Attaché at 
Constantinople, 1889-96; British Mili- 
tary Commissioner and commander 
of British troops in Crete, 1896-99; 
commander of the third division of 
Lord Robert’s army in the South 
African War. 

In 1899 General Chermside married 
Geraldine Webb, who inherited from 
her father Newstead Abbey, famous 
as. the home of Lord Byron. The 
place was cursed by the monks from 
whom Henry VIII seized it, and a 
few superstitious persons have been 
inclined to trace to this curse the 
failure of General Chermside to ob- 
tain further advancement after his 
marriage. His wife died in 1910 in 
Switzerland, where he had taken her 
after the climate of Queensland had 
injured her-«health.

Briefs in Court of Appeals Charge 
Usurping of the Executive 
Function.

' ALBANY, Sept. 25.—The purpose 
of the executive budget amendment 
to the State: Constitution would be 
defeated under the decision of the 
Appellate Division of the Third De- 
partment, holding that Governor 
Roosevelt must share with the finan- 
cial chairman of the two houses of 
the Legislature the work of itemizing 
Jump sum appropriations, William D. 
Guthrie and Edward G. Griffin, of 
counsel for State Controller Morris 
S. Tremaine, deciare in briefs filed 
with the Court of Appeals, it became 
known today. 

The filing of the briefs was the 
latest. move in the controversy be- 
tween the Governor and the Repub- 
lican leaders of the Legislature, 
which began during the legislative 
session. The Appellate Division, by 
a vote of 3 to 2, sustained the view 
of Attorney General Hamilton Ward 
and the Republican legislative lead- 
ers. -Controller Tremaine is now ap- 
pealing from this decision. 


Executive Function Defined. 


*“‘The power to establish or certify 
or approve a schedule of positions 
and salaries in the executive de- 
partments of the State Government 
is essentially a part of the executive 
or administrative function,’’ the 
joint brief by Mr. Guthrie and Mr. 
Griffin reads. 

“The Legislature, it is true, may, 
itself appropriate specific items for: 
the payment of specific salaries, and 
it may also appropriate a lump sum 
for a whole department. 

“Tf it does the latter, it cannot del- 
egate to two of its own members the 
function or duty of certifying to the 
specific salaries to be paid out of 
any. appropriation, or the expendi- 
ture thereof. That then becomes es- 
sentially an executive or administra- 
tive. function or duty, to be per- 
formed by an Seaguiies official, in 
an executive manner, under execu- 
tive responsibility. 

“If the Legislature were free to 
delegate such a-function or duty to 
any of its individual members, there 
would be no reason why it could not 
similarly have power to delegate any 
or all of the many other functions 
and duties of the State government 
which may be regulated by statute 
but which are ordinarily or essen- 
tially the proper subject of exgcu- 
tive action. 


Action of House Heads Contested. 


“The reasons which would make 
‘such delegations to: legislative mem- 
bers’ unconstitutional and 
should logically lead to the invalida- 
tion of any attempt on the part of 
the Legislature to provide that the 
chairman of the Finance Committee 
of the Senate and the chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Assembly must join with the 
Governor in approving a schedule of 
positions and saalries or other action 
in case of a lump sum or other ap- 
propriation to any State department 
made by the Legislature, or any at- 
tempt to vest in four legislative 
members the power to direct the ex- 
Pe aiture of appropriations for pub- 

ic buildings.’’ 

The brief also contends that Sec- 
tion 130 of the State finance law is 
not applicable to the lump sum ap- 
Fropesstiene for the Departments of 

w and Labor, and that the power 
of the two legislative chairmen to 
segregate or approve the ca soma be 
of appropriations made by the 
Legisiature under the statutory pro- 
visions now in question is a civil, ad- 
ministrative or executive function 
end not legislative. 


Purpose of Constitution Changes. 


The brief contends that the funda- 
mental and controlling purpose of 
the recent amendments to the State 
Constitution was not only to reor- 
ganize the State Government but 
also to provide a systematic and 
scientific method for the formulation 
of the financial program of the 
State, to coordinate the administta- 
tion of its fiscal affairs and to con- 
centrate in the Governor responsi- 


bility for efficiency and economy in 
public expenditures. 

An additional brief filed by Mr. 
Griffin quotes from .speeches and 
papers of former Governor Smith 
to support the contention that the 
purpose of the executive budget 
amendment, for the adoption of 
which Mr. Smith made a successful 
fight, was to vest the duty of pre- 
— the budget in the Governor.

“ethical repercussions’ because of 
| the humanistic conception of person- 
ality as merely ‘‘a fortuitous by-prod- 
uct of a careless universe.”’ 

In suggesting what might be 
learned from the humanists Dr. Fos- 


dick said: ‘‘One of our professorial 
agnostics wishes that we could de- 
clare a moratorium on God for forty 
years and see if without theology we 
might not be morally improved. One 
who is himself a theist would better 
take to heart such current distrust 
of theism’s ethical consequences. For 
much of our popular belief in God 
is not in its influence moral but im- 
moral. It means a lazy shouldering 
off on a kindly deity of tasks we 
must perform ourselves. It means 
stereotyped concepts of right and 
wrong, defined by infallible revela- 
tions and unadjustable to new de- 
mands. It, therefore, anesthetizes 
its devotees and checks instead of 
encouraging creative thought on per- 
sonal and social morals. The hu- 
manists are right in much of their 
attack on current theism, and the 
theist would better be the first to 
acknowledge it.”’ 

About 1,000 students, faculty mem- 
bers and friends attended the open- 
ing service of the seminary. The

Even with his interesting array of 
pictures and his stories of undersea 
life that rival those of Jules Verne, 
Mr. Williamson’s pet topic is the 
smart ‘‘Captain’’ Sylvia, who has 
spent all but three weeks of her life 
either on the sea or under it. Mr. 
Williamson said: that most of the 
time, while he was working behind 
the glass. windows of his apparatus, 
she was. with him,. watching the 
strange antics of the. deep-sea fish. 

Among, the things Mr. . Williamson 
brought up from the floor of the sea 
are several giant palmate corals. 
One, the largest ever taken, meas- 
ures 16 by 14 feet and weighs about 
four tons. He also got hundreds of 
fish casts and records of the lives of 
sharks, morays, the colorful angel 
fish, the parrot fish and the queen 
trigger fish. 

It was emphasized that the feature 
of the expedition was not so much 
the actual specimens brought back 
as the detailed studies which Mr. 
Williamson and his party were able 
to make by camera. 


Fish Photographed for Hours. 


In some instances certain fish were 
photographed for hours at a single 


“‘sitting,’’ and in this way the entire, 
range of piscine emotion was _ re-' 


corded. The camera ‘photographed 


colors, and the plates brought back 
for the museum show the progres- 
sions of some amazing color changes 
and unique episodes in the lives of 
fish, showing them when they fight,. 
make love. and pound themselves 
against the hardened coral bottom in 
seeming despair. 

The Williamson diving bell has.a 
flexible metallic tube through which 
the observers may descend to the 
ocean floor. The apparatus, an in- 
vention of Captain Charles William- 
son, the explorer’s father, holds 
three persons comfortably and is 
eguipped with electric lights and has 
telephone connection with the ship 
above. 

Much of the material gathered has 
been sent ahead to the museum in

Chester 
was re-elected by acclamation for his 
thirty-third term as chairman of the 
Westchester County Republican 
Committee at a well attended meet- 
ing of the committee here today. 
The man known as ‘Boss’? Ward, 
whose relations with the county gov- 
ernment have been the object of a 
State investigation and who is de 
scribed by some as an “‘amiable au- 
tocrat,’’ declared upon being re- 
elected ‘‘to be perfectly frank with 
you, I think you did a very wise 
thing.’’ 

Henry R. Barrett, who described 
himself in the investigation before 
*cciuel Untermyer as ‘{‘sub-boss,”’ 
\.as likewise continued iz office by 
acclamation. Nor were there nega- 


tive votes for Miss Jane Todd of 
arrytown for vice chairman and 
George W. Hill of this city for treas- 
urer of the committee. 

‘‘You elected me because you want 
Republican victories,’? Mr. Ward de- 
clared, ‘‘and because you think that 
sometimes I am honest and decent. 
That’s the nearest I’ll come to speak- 
ing of what’s been going on in the 
county.”’ 


: Predicts a Republican .Governor. 

Mr. Ward did make one more state- 
ment which some interpreted as hav- 
ing a strong relation to ‘‘what’s been 
going on in this county.”’ In. speak- 
ing of assured Republican victories, 
he said: 

‘“‘And we’ll elect a Republican Gov- 
ernor next year. No more of these 
Democratic Governors—wipe them 
out.”’ 


He advised the men and women of | 


the committee to hold on to their 
Vesichester County real property 
because property here “‘is ridiculous 
in its cheapness, no matter what you 
pay for it.””’

He was not delivered into 
our custody until he appeared in the 
court room before Judge Kennedy. I

Additions to City System Will Cost $1,800,000 


The Sinking Fund Commission, in 
its first meeting since the Summer 
recess, authorized: yesterday the pur- 
chase by the city of 583 acres of land 
an Staten Island for park purposes. 
Advocates of city park extension 
praised the Walker administration 
for having added to the system 2,200 
acres of park lands within the last 
four years. 

Action already approved by the 
Board of Estimate was ratified by} 
the Sinking Fund Commission when 
it directed Controller Berry to pur- 
chase at private sale 215 acres locat- 
ed at Princes Bay and known as 
Wolfe’s Pond Park at a price not 
to exceed $1,100,000 and 368 acres at 
Crooke’s Point, Great Kills, for not 


more than $700,000. The latter tract, 
which will be of the marine park 
type, will consist actually of 768 
acres, because the city has acquired 
from the State for a nominal fee of 
$1 about 400 acres of land under wa- 
ter, which will be reclaimed and de- 
veloped together with the area to be 
purchased. 

The administration was warmly 
praised by W. Laurence Craner, rep- 
resenting the Parks Association, and 
Raymond V. Ingersoll, former Park 


Commissioner of Brooklyn. They 
told the Mayor he and his associates 
had increased the city’s park acreagé 
20 per cent, a record unapproached 
by any previous administration since 
the greater city was formed. In fact: 


administration is the only one within 
that period that had bought new park 
lands. ; 

Application was made to the com- 
missioners by the State Naval Militia 
for the use of thirteen acres of Jacob 
Riis Park, Rockaway, Queens, for 
a naval base and for the erection of 
a temporary armory. In view of a 
protest against this pian lodged by 
the Parks Association, action upon 
the application was deferred. 


the Board of Estimate that the Con- 
troller be authorized to pay $1,071,- 
507.45, representing awards for the 
acquisition of private .property for 
the, improvement of the waterfront 
of Jamaica Bay between Byrne Place, 
Canarsie and Hamilton Beach. In- 
terest charges upon these claims, 
it was declared, amounted to 
$900 a day.

Frank H. Warder, former Super- 
intendent of Banks, scheduled to go 
on trial Monday on an indictment 
charging acceptance of a $10,000 
bribe for withholding examinations 
of the City Trust Compary, which 
he closed on Feb. 11 after the death | 
of. its president, has applied for a 
change of.venue. The order to show 
cause served on District Attorney 
Banton and his assistant, Harold W. 
Hastings, recites that the ‘‘wide- 
spread publicity’’ given to the in- 
vestigations of the City Trust failure 
makes it impossible to obtain an un- 
prejudiced jury in New York County. 
The order, signed by Justice Henry 
L. Sherman, will be argued before 
Justice Alfred H. Townley tomorrow 
morning. 

Attached to the affidavits submit- 
ted to the court by James I. Cuff, 
Mr. Warder’s attorney, was a large 
scrapbook containing. clippings from 
all the New York papers covering the 
City Trust failure. The more sensa- 
tional headlines were quoted in the 
affidavit itself. 

‘In view of the widespread pub- 

licity * * * it is indisputable ‘that 
there is an almost universal preju- 
dice against me on the part of all the 
people in this county,’’ says the affi- 
davit. Mr. Warder also submitted 
the statements of investigators who 
talked to ‘‘hundreds’’ of persons and 
found them all convinced of Mr. 
Warder’s guilt. - Sixty sworn. state- 
ments of persons who expressed such 
opinions were attached. 
. Mr. Warder recalled the large 
amount of space ‘given to the testi- 
mony of witnesses at the Moreland 
investigation of Robert Moses and 
to the fact that much of it was det- 
rimental to him and also mentions 
specifically editorials and cartoons 
which are attached in ‘‘Exhibit A,”’ 
the scrapbook, as ‘“‘holding me up to 
readers of said papers as wicked and 
venal ‘in the extreme.” He adds: 

“TI only ask that I be:permitted to 
enter my defense before a jury that 
will not -have prejudged my case.” 

While none of.the members. of the 
District Attorney’s staff would com- 
ment on the possible outcome of Mr. 
Warder’s application, they agreed 
that the legal situation is compli- 
cated by the fact that Warder’s trial 
is before a special trial term pre- 
sided over by Justice Arthur S. 
Tompkins, who was specially p 
pointed by ‘Governor Roosevelt to 
hear the cases arising out of the City 
Trust failure.

CALLS ON BROKERS TO ACT 





Grand Jury Indicts Aiter, 17, and 
Two Others in $512,000 Case— 
$50,000 Still Missing. 





Police Commissioner Whalen an- 
nounced yesterday that, as a result 
of a boy’s theft last Friday of $512,- 
000 in securities from a brokerage 
firm, he had written to E. H. H. 
Simmons, president of the New York 
Stock Exchange, asking for a con- 
ference on a means of preventing 
such thefts by youthful messengers. 

The commissioner made the an- 
nouncement after a conference with 
William B. Joyce, president of the 
National Surety Company, and Regi- 
nald H. Hiscoe, head of R. H. His- 
coe & Co., stock brokers, at 111% 
Broadway; from whom the $512,000 
in securities was stolen by 17-year- 
old Milton Alter. Both men will at- 


kers and surety company heads in 
the Wall Street district. 

*‘Something must be done to pre- 
vent such thefts,” declared Mr. 
Whalen. ‘‘We have plenty of retired 
policemen, firemen and letter car- 
riers who.could be employed by. 
brokers and bankers with more as- 
—. that their trust would be 

ept. - 

“Young Alter told me that on the 
day of the theft he had been en- 
trusted by Hiscoe & Co. with more 
than $1,500,000 in certified checks for 
delivery to banks in return for se- 
curities. He added that he was but 
one of eleven boys who handled 
checks of the kind that day for the 


yrolls alone, totaling more than 
9,500,000,000, are carried through 
the streets of this city each year by 
(youthful*messengers: Statistics also 
reveal that thefts like that from His- 
coe & Co. are increasing in number 
each year with the growth of the 


city.”’ 

The grand jury handed up to Judge 
Levine in General Sessions indict- 
ments charging young Alter, his 
friend, David Schwartzberg, 19, and 
Carl Forman, 24, with grand larceny 
and criminally receiving the stolen 
securities. 

Alter and young Schwartzberg, who 
confessed to their part in the con- 
spiracy, were arrested and appeared 
as State witnesses before the grand 
jurors under immunity waivers, will 
be arraigned for pleading on the in- 
dictments this morning.

for Appeal to Highest Federal 
Court if Road Loses Suit. 





WILL PRESS ACTIONS HERE 


Decides to Fight Validity of Con- 
tracts and Seek Review of 
Elevated Decision. 





The Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company will not seek a review by 
the, United States Supreme Court if 
it loses. its seven-cent fare case in 
the New York Court of Appeals, ac- 
cording to James L. Quackenbush, 
general counsel for the company. He 
said that he knew of no Federal 
question which the company could 
raise if the State’s highest court 
found that the five-cent fare on sub- 
way and elevated lines was ‘unalter- 
ably fixed for the term of the con- 
tracts with the city. 

The city,’ Mr. Quackenbush de- 
clared, would probably be left with 


some ground for appeal to the Fed- 
eral. tribunal if the company won in 
the State court of last resort. 


To Test Contracts. 


Stockholders who attended the an- 
nual meeting yesterday were told by 
Mr. Quackenbush that the company 
was prepared for trial of the suits 
brought by the city and Transit Com- 
mission to compel adherence to the 
five-cent fare and that conferences 
with Charles E. Hughes, William I. 
Ransom and other members of the 
company’s special counsel had re- 
sulted in a decision to proceed: on 
Oct. 7 in the State Supreme Court 
on the single issue of validity of the 
fare contracts, The company will, 
however, file an appeal from -Justice 
Frankenthaler’s ‘recent order sever- 
ing the contract issue from the ques- 
tion of the alleged confiscatory na- 
ture of the nickel fare. This will be 
done to protect the company’s legal 
rights in case of appeal to the Appel- 
make Division and the Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Mr. Ransom will be in charge, of 
the trial.and Mr. Hughes will make 
whatever argument: may be neces- 
sary. The stockholders were aiso in- 
formed that prompt action would be 
taken to obtain a court review of the 
recent Transit Commission decision 
dismissing: the company’s application 
for a ten-cent fare on its elevated 
lines, The first step will be a request 
for a rehearing. When it is refused, 
the company will ask for a, writ of 
certiorari or mandamus to review the 
commission’s finding. 


Shepard Put on Board. 
The annual meeting, although at- 


ou0| tended by representatives of minor- 


ity groups, resulted in no change of 
membership in the company’s board 
of .directors, except for the election 
of Finley J. Shepard to succeed Ber- 
tram Cutler, resigned, as one of the 
Manhattan Railway Company group. 
E. J. Berwind, C. E. Dunlap and 
Mortimer J. Buckner, members of 
the stockholders’ group, were re- 
elected, and so was John E. Zimmer- 
man of Philadelphia, representing 
the bondholders’ group... William 
Roberts was re-elected as a Manhat- 
tan Railway Company representative 
on the. board 

In the absence of any nomination 
by the Transit Commission the stock- 
holders chose Herman A. Metz, pub- 
lic director, .to succeed himself for 
another three-year term. Mr. Metz, 
who recently was censured oF the 
Transit Commission for alleged lack 
of sympathy with the commission’s 
views on the fare and unification 
uestions, ‘is now in effect a ‘‘public 
director” without credentials from a 
public body. The Transit Commis- 
sion did not explain its failure to 
nominate him or to name some one 
else in his place. 


Firm on Unification.

To Give Out Transcript, 
There was much _speculation in

Another Break in Stocks, With 
Irregular Recovery—Call 
Money at 10%. 








Tuesday’s violent break on the 
Stock Exchange was followed yester- 
day, after momentary hesitancy, by 
another spell of demoralization, in 
which a considerable number of the 
active speculative shares were swept 
down 5 to 13 points. At the low 
prices of the day, measuring the 
losses by percentages and not by 
points, many of these stocks reached 
valuations 10 to 25 per cent below the 
highest of the year, though not. in 
many instances matching the pre- 
vious low point of 1929. When the 
market’s' weakness seemed to be 
most general, purchasing orders 
turned the movement and occasioned 
numerous rapid recoveries. These 
alternating influences of the day left 
changes at the end extremely irregu- 
lar, with some net advances but with 
net declines predominating. 

It was hardly necessary to search 
for causes of the day’s early unset- 
tlement in any fresh developments. 
The news was not altogether pleas- 
ant. Call money rose again to 10 per 
cent and collateral time loans held 
firm at 9. There was at least one 
failure at the London settlement as 
a result of the Hatry collapse, and 
nearly © $5,000,000 more gold was 
taken from the Bank of England. 
Wheat prices went to a new low level 
for the season. The day’s weekly re- 
views of the steel trade reported both 
decrease in production and weakness 
of prices as a consequence. But the 
stock market’s action was plainly the 
result of misgiving at the condition 

of the market itself. 
| It was as difficult to define clearly 
the source of the buying on the late 
recovery as to indicate the source of 
the selling that had preceded it. 
Wall Street assigned the support at 
the day’s low prices to covering by 
professional ‘‘bear sellers’? and to 
purchases by investment trusts. Un- 
doubtedly, both influences were at 
work. It is probable enough that 
investment trusts as well as indi- 
vidual operators had been among the 
sellers at recent higher prices; for 
the cheerful fraternity which had 
assigned to the immensely capitalized 
new trading organizations only the 
office of buying stocks at the crest 
of a speculative ‘‘boom’”’ are slowly 
learning that even an investment 
company may pursue the policy of 
the. ‘‘bear’’—that is to say, may sell 
when it thinks the market itself un- 
stable, with a view to buying back 
the stocks at a materially lower 
level. Although it is doubtful if even 
the day’s more or less unfavorable 
news was the primary cause for fall- 
| ing prices, the emphasis laid on these 
| not greatly alarming incidents gave 
| at least a suggestion of how an in- 
flated stock market might be affected 
| by actual bad news of an unexpected 
|character. It has been free from 
that crucial test for an exceptionally 
long time. 

Yesterday’slarge withdrawal brought 
the Bank of England’s total loss of 
gold on export, since last Thursday’s 
weekly statement was compiled, to 
neerly $20,000,000. Offset by about 
$2,500,000 in sovereigns imported, 
this heavy loss will bring the Bank’s 
gold reserve to a figure not far above 
what it held in the period before it 
resumed gold payments in 1925 and 
took over the $135,000,000 gold pre- 
vicusly pledged against the currency 
notes. This week's depletion of the 
Bank’s reserve indicates plainly 
enough that, if its traditional princi- 
ples had been followed, it would have 
advanced its rate above the 5% per 
cent level long before now. Unfor- 
tunately, the question of a higher 
rate is not only complicated by terror 
of throwing another obstacle in the 
way of British trade recovery but 
has become a political issue. Pre- 
sumably, the rate will have -to be ad- 
vanced—if not today, then in a week 
or two. What the effect will be on 
the other European bank rates and 
on our own money market (which 
has been borrowing lavishly from 
London) it is not entirely easy to 
foresee. A 6% per cent London bank 
rate would at least be a landmark of 
world-wide money stringency.

Banking support then came 
in and came in quickly, just a 
few moments after the call money 
rate had been advanced to 10 
per cent. Pivotal stocks were 
bid for in big blocks, and such 
issues as Steel common.

Although the general list on the 
New York Curb was badly unsettled 
in the early dealings yesterday, many 
active issues recovered sharply in the 
afternoon.

A sharp advance occurred in prices 
on the Cotton Exchange yesterday 
under a large volume of business, the 
list closing with a gain of 9 to 40 
points. 

Following the liquidation of the 
long interest in October contracts, 
which had been in progress several 
weeks, and the circulation of notices 
for about 35,000 bales out of the local 
stock of 100,000, larger spot interests 
became aggressive buyers of the Oc- 
tober delivery. After selling on the 
previous day at a discount of 38 
points, October advanced steadily to 
within 8 points of December in the 
final trading, while from 8 points 
over New Orleans on Tuesday, Octo- 

ints over prices on 
xchange. The penalty 
for delivering cotton on the new con- 
tract at designated southern markets 
instead of the port of New York is 
35 points. 

In addition to the strength of Oc- 
tober, the course of the market was 
influenced by rain in Eastern States, 
and an announcement by the Weath- 
er Bureau that the tropical disturb- 
ance would probably strike the 
Florida coast late yesterday. . 

Heavy hedging operations carried 
December into new low ground for 


the movement at one time, but the 
quantity of cotton wanted by the 
trade on a basis of 18% cents for the 
December and January positions 
created definite resistance. Twice in 
the day recoveries were wiped out 
under the pressure of Southern sel- 
ling orders, but prices moved upward 
sharply in the last hour and the 
highest quotations of the day were 
reached in the final trading.

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WEATHER SPEEDS HARVEST. 


Western Cotton Belt Has Good Week 
—Frost Damages Corn Slightly. 


The weekly weather report issued 
yesterday by the i de 8 was as) 
follows: 


In west of the Mis- 
sissippi River the week was generally 
favorable because of moderate tempera- 
tures end generally clear weather, but 
in most places in the eastern belt ‘the 
persistently cool weather ¢nd rather fre- 
quent showers were unfavorable. 

In the western belt wnere the week was 
sunny and practically, rainiess, conditions 
were mostly idéal .for .picking and ginning 
and this work made good progress, hut 
consié->*ble low grade staple is reported 
from ‘CUlahonia be--"se of the August 
drought. in Texas the crov is practically 
made except in the west and. nortj.west 
and the weekly progress there was good 
though top crop prospects are poor. 

The cool weather. and in many sections 
much cloudiness. checked the openining of 
belis rather generally over the eastern 
belt and interfered with picking and xin- 
ning. Some damage was reported to staple 
where rains were heaviest, especially in 
Alabama and eastern North Carolina. hut 
in Tennessee progress was fairly good, 
while conditions in Mississippi' were gen- 
erally favorable for harvest. 

From the Mississippi Valley eastward 
late corn matured slowly because of the 
uwnseasonably cool weather, but this was 
partly offset in the Ohio Valley by an 
abundance of sunshine. 

In the western belt the crop is largely 
matured. Frosts were rather reneral in 
the north portions of Ohio, Indiana and 
Tlinoia and in the nortnern three-fourths 
of Iowa, as well as in all sections to 
the northward. 

Much corn had matured in the frosted 
area, but there was more or less damage 
to the Jate crop. especially on the low- 
lands in the northern Ohio Valley States 
and also from Pennsvivania_ northeast- 
ward. In Towa teh frost killed the leaves 
of corn, but penetrated husks only in local 
areas. 

In the northern great plains States 
there was onlv slight damage asx the crop 
had mestly matured. with about &5 per 
eent safe as far south as Nebraska. In 
Missovri where much corn is not vet safe 
from frost, progress toward maturity was 
slow. 

The ground is still too hard and dry 
for plowing in the northern parts of In- 
diana and ITilinois. much of Missouri and 
south. central and southeastern. Karseas. 
Piowing ard seeding were stopped in Wis- 
consin and th's work hampered in Min- 
nesota due to drv soil. and rains are need- 
ed also in South Dakota.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Loans 
to aid in the construction of two 
20-knot combination passenger and 


cargo turbo-electric liners, of about 
33,000 tons displacement were award- 
ed the Dollar Steamship Line, Inc., 
by the Shipping Board -today. 

The loans will amount to $5,287,500 
each, or three-fourths the cost of 
each vessel, which ever shall be the 
less, and the funds are to be ad- 
vanced at the minimum rates pro- 
vided in the merchant marine act of 
1928. .Repayment will be made in 
twenty equal annual instalments, 
with interest payable semi-annually. 

The vessels are to be built by the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock ee of Virginia, with 
whom the Dollar Line already has 
contracted for their construction. 
The first of the two ships is to be 
completed by Oct. 1, 1931, and the 
second by Feb. 1, 1932. 

When completed the vessels will be 
placed in the Dollar Round-the-World 
Line, which was the first Shipping 
Board Bessetest service to be trans- 
ferred to private ownership. The 
Dollar Company now has seven ves- 
sels, of somewhat smaller size and 
lower speed than the ah tate new 
ones, in operation on this route. 

The Shipping Board today also ap- 
proved a loan amounting to $6,304,- 
687.50, to be used. by the Motor Tann- 
ship Corporation of New York to aid 
in the construction of five motor 
tankers of. approximately 13,450 
deadweight tons each. The vessels 
are to be built by the Sun Shipbuild- 
ing and Dry Dock Company of Ches- 
ter, Pa. 

The tankers will be of approxi- 
mately 18,900 tons displacement, and 
capable of approximately eleven 
knots speed. They will be propelled

_|Former Mill Employe Is Named 


as One of Mob That Fired 
on Gastonia Strikers . 


CRIPPLE DESCRIBES SLAYER 


Says ‘‘Red-Headed Man” Fired the 
Shot That Killed Woman—Hearing 
Again Adjourned to Oct. 19. 





GASTONIA, N. C., Sept. 25 (#).— 
W. M. Borders, a former watchman 
at the Loray Cotton Mills, was ar- 
rested here today in connection with 
the slaying of Mrs. Ella May Wig- 
gins of Bessemer City, a_ textile 
striker. 

The arrest of Borders followed the 
resumption of the coroner’s inquest, 
which had been postponed from Sept. 
15. D. L. Case, a witness, testified 
Borders was firing at the fleeing 
men with a pistol. Borders surren- 
dered two hours after the inquest and 
was released in $3,000 bond. 

After hearing the testimony of 
three witnesses Coroner J. F. Wal- 
lace again adjourned the inquest un- 
til Saturday, Oct. 19. . 

Mrs. Wiggins, who was killed when 
@ mob chased a group of strikers 
away from Gastonia Sept. 14, was 
shot by a ‘‘red-headed man with a 
Panama hat.’”’ Julius Fowler, a union 
member, testified at the inquest to- 
day. 

Says Mob Chased Truck. 


Fowler, whose home is near Gas- 
tonia, said he got into the truck, in 
which Mrs. Wiggins and twenty-one 


other strikers had started to a meet- 
ing in South Gastonia, at the union 
headquarters in Gastonia. 

‘“‘A mob chased us out of town,”’ 
Fowler testified. 

After the truck collided with a 
passenger car near the bridge over 
the Southern Railway between Gas- 
tonia and Bessemer City, Fowler 
said, ‘‘a bunch of men got out and 
stood on the side of the road. When 
the truck ran into the passenger car, 
a red-headed man with a Panama 
hat, sort of fioppy, shot into the 
crowd.” 

“Did. the shot hit anybody?’’ 
Solicitor John G. Carpenter asked. 

“Yes, I think that was the shot 
that killed Mrs. Wiggins,’’ Fowler 
replied. . 

The witness said he had seen the 
red-headed man ‘‘around Gastonia 
somewhere.”’ 

“I wish you would find him,’ the 
solicitor told Fowler. 

Fowler, who has only one leg, ex- 
plained how a hole was made in the 
window back of the driver’s seat on 
the truck. This hole had led to a 
theory that the shot that killed Mrs. 
Wiggins came from the front. When 
the colligion between the truck and 
the automobile occurred, Fowler said 
his crutch knocked a hole in the 
glass back of the driver’s seat. 

The man who fired the shot was 
standing on an embankment to the 
left of the road, Fowler said. 


Another Describes Shooting. 


L. C. Carter of Belmont said he 
boarded the truck as it approached 
the Loray section of Gastonia. About 
that time, he added, men ‘who 
called themselves the law,’’ came ana 
turned us back. 

“One big fleshy fellow,’’ he said, 
“came and struck at the driver and 
cursed.’”’ He could not remembe2 
what was said, but testified that a 
man he knew as ‘‘Jack Carver’’ was 
among the men in the crowd. 

Carter said a number of cars were 
parked on the side of the road near 
the overhead bridge and several men 
with guns got out and were standing 
on the side of the road. 

“An automobile whipped around 
the truck and put on its brakes,’’ 
said Carter, ‘‘and the truck could not 
help but strike it.’’ 

‘‘When the crash came, ’’he con- 
tinued, ‘‘one of the men with guns 
fired. I do not know which one 
Mrs. Wiggins fell, crying. ‘Oh, Lordy. 
I’m shot!’ Then the fellows with 
guns started cursing.’’ 

Carter said that as the men in the 
truck fled they were pursued, tne 
pursuers calling them ‘‘Russian 
Reds.’’ He thought he had recently
